COMMISSIONERS PROMISE TO STIR 
UP THIS STATE. 


PETITIONS FOR AND AGAINST SUNDAY 
OPENING —AN OLD WHALER TO 
BE EXHIBITED—PROPOSED CRUISE 
OF YACHTS TO THE LAKES. 


CHICAGO, May 13.—The New-York World’s 
Fair Commission went home t-day, every man 
with a head full of statistics and a heart full of 
good-will to Chicago. The Commissioners have 
had a good time, but they have also done an 
immense amount of work, considering the 
length of time they have been here. Mr. Mo- 
Naughton said just before leaving: 

“The Commissioners have only words of praise 
for the manner in which Chicago has carried out 
her promises, Sheisthe only city in the coun- 
try which would have undertaken to do what 
she has and haVe been so successful in perform- 
ing it. We found one thing that shows how well 
the work is being done. Every chief of depart- 
ment knew what he was talking about. When 
we asked questions he did not have to refer to 
notes to answer. He had every detail at his 
tongue’s end. We were very favorably im- 
pressed by this, because it proves that the men 
were selected because of their fitness for this 
work, and not for political or other reasons. 

““ Now we are ready for business down in New- 
York. Wehave got money enough for present 
purposes, and if we want more we can get it 
We are going to have a creditable display. 
Why, Chief Skiff of the Mines and Mining De- 
partment says we can gotupa famous exhibti- 
tion of minerals. We have no gold or silver 
ores, but we have got stuff that’s worth looking 
at, and he wants to have it incorporated in the 
show. 

“That's the way it is with every department. 
We expect to prepare an address to the New- 
York people next Tuesday avhich will open 
their eyes to the importance of the fair and of 
our taking part in it.” . 

John Foord got on the train with a bag full of 
papers containing information of various kinds. 
He wae delighted with the results obtained by 
the visit of the Commissioners, and declared 
that New-York was “ali right’ from now on. 
The other Commissioners went away ta a jolly 
mood and full of enthusiasm. 

The local World’s Fair officers were very much 
pleaséd by the visit of the New- Yorkers, and ex- 
pect to see very Many good results from it. — 

The commission, before its departure for New- 
York, appointed a committee, consisting of 
Richard Delatield, Louis Howland, and J. Ww. 
Tappin, all of New-York City, to visit Washing- 
ton and assist Director General Davis and 
Directors Gage and Walker in securing the 
five-million-dollar appropriation from Congress. 
Incidentally this committee will confer with the 
Chicago committee in relation to changing the 
date of the dedicatory ceremonies from Oct. 12 
to some later period. . 

Those persons who think they will be conserv- 
ing the interests of the labor people ond of 
morality by petitioning that the World’s Fair 
be closed on Sunday, will tind by consulting the 
records at exposition headquarters that the 
labor people and thus far about 12,000 others 
not specifically identified with labor think dit- 
ferently. 

The matter of sending in petitions about Sun- 
day closing has, until recently, been largely 
monopolized by the religious people. Up to 
date petitions of this character have been re- 
ceived with appended signatures to the number 
of about 20,000 names. Within the last few 
days, however, the people who want the World’s 
Fair open on Sunday have begun to express 
their opinion in the form of signed petitions. 
This afternaon a bundle containing 500 signa- 
tures on individual petitions from different parts 
of the country was carried into Secretary Dick- 
inson’s office, where a record is kept. 

Among the petitions were many from the 
North American Turnerbund and assemblies 
of the American Federation of Labor. Then 
there are district labor unions which si ti- 
tions begging that the fair be open on Sunday, 
in order that the laboring people may have a 
chance to stroll through the grounds on a day 
when attendance will not cost a loss of wages. 

While Sunday-closing petitions represent 
20,000 names, those against Sunday closing 
reach 12,000. 

Henry £. Weaver of this city has purchased 
the old whaling bark Progress and will fetch it 
to Chicago for the World’s Fair. The vessel is 
over fifty years old and is an excellent specimen 
of the craft which, before petroleum was dis- 
covered, sailed out of New-Bedford in search 
of whales. Itisin a perfect state of preserva- 
tion despite ite age and cruises in many seas. 

The most stirring event in its history was 
the part the vessel played in rescuing me. 
wrecked crews in the arctic regions. In 1871 it 
brought back to America 100 marinerg who had 
been cast away among the icebergs of Greenland. 

Tne Board of Trade of New-Bedford had a 
meeting when the vessel was sold, and a fund 
was started with which to fit it up as am exhibit 
of the old-time whaling trade. It will be 
equipped with every variety of implement used 
in chasing the ocean monsters, such as har- 
poons, lances, harpoon guns, spades for outting 
out, tackle, frying-out furnaces, and 60 on. 
Probably the orew, who will explain things to 
the visitors, will be ancient mariners, some of 
whom years ago sailed out of New-Bedford on 
the Progress. 

John Mason Loomis, Collector of Customs 
Clark, and others connected with the World’s 
Fair are preparing to issue invitations to the 
New-York steam yacht squadron to hold ite an- 
nual review for 1893 on Lake Michigan, in the 
neighborhood of Chicago. The only question is 
whether the yachts can get into the lakes 
through the canals, there being no doubt that 
the invitation would be eagerly accepted. Col- 
lector Clark has communicated with the Minis- 
ter of Marine, Mr. Smith, at Ottawa, to learn 
the dimensions of all the Canadian canals on 
the route, 80 that it mayjbe known to a certainty 
how large a craft can come through to the 
lakes. Capt. John Prindiville of Chicago, how- 
ever, furnishes all the information desired, and 
from an official source, as follows: 

Lachine Canal.—Length of canal, 84 miles; num- 
ber of locks, 5; dimensions of locks, 270 by 45 feet; 
depth of water on siils, 9 to 16 feet. 

Beaubarnais Camal.—Length of canal, 11% miles; 
number of locks, 9; dimensions of locks, 200 by 45 
feet; depth of water on sills, 9 feet. 

Corn wali Canal.— Length of canal, 114 miles; num- 
ber of locks, 6; dimensions of locks, 200 by 45 feet; 
depth of water on silis, 9 feet. 

Forrans Point Canal.—Length of canal, 344 miles; 
number of locks, 1; dimensions of lock, 200 by 46 
feet; depth of water on sills at ordinary level, 9 feet. 

Rapia de Plat Canal.—Length of canal, 4 miles; 
number of locks, 2; dimensions of locks, 200 by 45 
feet; depth of water on sills, 9 feet. 

Galop’s Canal.—Length of canal, 7°, miles: num. 
ber of locks, 3; dimensions of locks, 200 by 45 feet; 
depth of water on sills, 9 feet. e, ; 

Welland Canal.—Length of canal, 26%; miles; num- 
ber of locks, 25; dimensions of locks, 275 by 45 feet; 
depth of water on sills, 14 feet. 

The Electra, the flagship of the New-York 
Yacht Club, measures 174 feet over afl, has 23 
feet beam and 12 feet depth of hold, drawing 
perhaps 10 feet of water. This craft is probably 
as large as apy in the squadron, and all can 
come through by lightening or by the use of 
eamels to buoy them up. The Tillie, reported 
to have been purchased by Gen. Torrence of 
Chicago, is 180 feet in length, and, being nar- 
row, she can get through by using air casks or 
camels to buoy her up. 

Narrow vessels like these steamers, 180 feet 
long, will have no trouble as to length, but all 
eraft must “light up” to9 feet. The broadest 
beam fora craft 180 feet long in order to get 
through these canals ie 24 feet. 

Merchant vessels 175 feet long can come 

through drawing 9 feet of water. This is the 
greatest depth. In returning the yachts can 
run the 8t. Lawrence River Rapids if they 
choose without “lighting up” and without 
special danger. 
“Fon Wednesday the Directory decided to call 
for the payment of the last installment of the 
subscription to the capital stock of eager 
The other $4,000,000 bas been collected. On 
June 15 the last of the $5,000,000 from the city 
will also be paid in and the fair Directors will 
have reached the limit of their resources. 

It is estimated that these funds will run the 
expoeition until the middle of next September. 
By that time more money must be had from 
some source, and Congress is looked to to fur- 
nish it. 

The subscribers have paid up well. On the 
first, second, and third installments of $1,000,- 
000 each, 9123 per cent. is in the Treasury. 
Within thirty days 60 per cent. of the four in- 
stallments has been collected. 

On Thursday the Columbian Passenger Com- 
mittee, which is composed of the general agents 
of the several roads centring in Chicago, took 
action which is regarded as indicating the pur- 
pese on the partof the roads to ‘*sandbag” the 
fair in the matter of excursion rates next Octo- 
ber. The Directors have desired that a half 
rate atleast be made. The Passenger Commit 
Lee adopted a resolution recommending that the 
lowest rate made be one and one-third for the 
round trip for distances under 350 miles, and 
one fare for the round trip for points beyond 
the 350 miles. . 

All the roads were not represented at the 
meeting, and a passénger agent of one of them 
declared that nothing short of half rates would 
be made because some of the roads intended to 
cut down to that limit. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.---The Secretary of the 
Treasury and the Director of the Mint have ap- 
proved the proposition of the managers of the 


World’s Columbian Exposition for the spooial 
issue of $20,000,000 in tifty-cent pieces for use 
at the Exposition and bearing desigus appro- 


priate to the ocoasion. The authority for such 
action rests with Congress. 

Lyman D. Gage and others interested in the 
exposition are to be heard to-morrow by the 
World’s Fair Committee of the House in advo- 
cacy of the issue of the special-design silver 
pieces. 

John Henry Smythe, formerly Minister to Li- 
beria, and Mr. Dules of Arkansas—two ‘colored 
men—were heard by the House Committee on 
pooregeee to-day in favor of a proposition 
they advanced that Congress epprepeess $100,- 
000 for an exhibit at the World’s Fair illustra- 
tive of the progress of the colored race from 
1863 to 1893. 

Mr. Smythe said that one of the principal ob- 
jects of the exposition was to illustrate to the 
world the advantage of freedom to a people. 
The progress made by the colored race since it 
became free should be shown.

FANNING’S SENTENCE COMMUTED. 


HE WILL SPEND THE REMAINDER OF 
HIS DAYS AT SING SING. 


ALBANY, May 13.—A hearing on the applica- 
tion for commutation to imprisonment for life 
of the sentence of Henry C. Fanning, who was 
to have been electrocuted at Sing Sing Prison 
during the week beginning Sunday next, was 
had before Goy. Flower this morning. David 
Welch and Julius Lehmann of New-York City 
appeared for Fanning. 

There were present the condemned man’s 
wife, child, and father, and a number of citizens 
of Utica. The Rev. Dr. Bigelow, on behalf of 


the citizens of Utica, made a feeling plea for 
executive clemency, saying that since Fan- 
ning’s conviction additional evidence tending to 
prove bis innocence had beenadduced. He read 
a petition signed by citizens of Utica praying 
for favorable action on the part of the Gov- 
ernor. 

An affidavit signed by eight of the trial jurors 
who convicted Fanning was presented, praying 
for a commutation of his sentence to imprison- 
ment for life. 

After a few minutes’ personal convérsation 
with the clergyman the Governor granted the 
petition and commuted the sentence. 

SING SrinG, N. Y., May 13.—Warden Brown of 
Sing Sing Prison this afternoon received a tele- 
gram from the Governor's private secretary, T. 
8 Williams, informing him that Fanning’s 
death sentence had been commuted to imprison- 
ment for life. He will not inform the man of 
his good fortune until he receives the official 
notification, which he expects by to-morrow’s 
mail. 

He will to-morrow morning recall his invita- 
tions to the execution. 


The crime for which Fanning was convicted 
in the Court of Géneral Sessions in this city was 
the killing of Mrs. Emiiy Taylor, who had been 


boarding at 1,215 Third Avenue, after the death 
of her husband, two months before her own 
death. 

On the night of April 18, 1891, at 10:30 
o’clock, Mrs. Taylor staggered into a drug store 
at Ninety-sixth Street and Third Avenue with 
her throat cut. 

She died before an ambulance surgeon arrived. 
The place where she was out with a razor was 
known as the “ Devil's Hole,” asection along 
Park Avenue from Ninety-second to Ninety- 
eighth Streets. 

Fanning was arrested two or three days after- 
ward. It was shown at the trial of Fanning 
that he had been intimate with Mrs. Taylor-and 
had often visited her, though he was married. 
Fanning’s wife stood by him, however, in his 
trouble, and tried to bolster him up in hie de- 
fense of an alibi that he had been walking with 
her on the night of the murder. 





MR, HARRISON’S EXPECTATIONS.

HIS FRIENDS MUCH WORRIED BY THE 
BLAINE CANDIDACY. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—President Harrison 
has secured the publication of a new canvass 
of his strength in delegates, and, according to 
the last count, he has 416 delegates, and the 
expectation of 486 votes in the convention be- 


fore New-York is reached. New-York, in this 
calculation, is treated very much in the spirit 
in which the “‘ Blind Orator ” from Ohio, in the 
convention of 1884, referred to New-York asa 
State thatshoujd not be taken very seriously 
into consideration. 

It is only a week ago that the President's 
literary bureau here was invoked te give outa 
statement, and the latest one is taken a5 an in- 
dication of alarm in Administration ciroles at 
the growing, but neotyet publicly avowed, can- 
didacy of Mr. Blaine. Just so long as the Blaine 
people can keep dark, and worry the Harrison 
men who are not very strong for Harrison, 
with the menace ofa break to Blaine the Ad- 
ministration will be anxious. 

There nave been intimations here within a day 
or two that Kiaine bas been assured of aid from 
a powerful ally in New-York, to whom Biaine 
has been of signal service in the State Depart 
ment. Itis nota probable conceit, but it is one « 
of the rumors of the time. It contemplates 
Democratic aid for a Republican candidate, and 
would vex the soul of the Rey. Mr. Burchard if 
he could hear it. 

The — with which Mr. Blaine’s im- 
proved health is referred to on every possible 
occasion is significant, and his condition is ap- 
parently so much improved us to help out the 
assertions about his change of mind with re- 

ard to running. The statement made by Mr. 

herman and others that they had understood 
that Blaine’s letter of declination had no refer- 
ence to his physical inability has been supported 
by Mr. Milliken, and adds hope to the wishes of 
the Blaine boomers. It begins to seem inevita- 
ble that the old Blaine shout will be heard in 
the Minneapolis hall. 

The President is represented as being philo- 
sophical about the matter. A gecond term, he 
reflects, according to report, can add not a whit 
to his honors, and he will only take s renomina- 
tion because it will be to him a command from 
his party to continue in the office for another 
term. 





NO BAIL FOK KEATING. 


HAD HOPED FOR ASSISTANCE 
FROM M’MAHON. 


Utica, N. Y., May 13.—M. C. Keating, the last 
man to be arrested in the O’Brien case, has not 
yet procured the $5,000 bail imposed on him by 
Judge Kennedy, noris it probable that he will 
It is said that he hoped to procure the bail from 
John D. McMahon, Second Deputy Attorney 
General, or from Samuel A. Beardsley, State 
Railroad Commissioner. 

Keating was a member of the Hill Democratic 
County Committee last year. On the night of Feb. 
9, 1891, the police of Rome discovered that a sock 


fight was to be held in asaloon in the outskirts of 
thatcity. They interfered and remained about 
the premises sonje time. Finally Keating got 
into a carriage and drove to the residence of 
John D. McMahon, who was then Recorder of 
the city. 

MoMahon was routed out of bed and, with 
Kéating, was driven to the residence of Police 
Commissioner Armetrong. The three then 
visited the scene of the fight, and Recorder Me- 
Mahon called the officers to one side and told 
them to tell the sporting men that if they went 
outside the limits the tight would not be inter- 
tered with. The Police Commissioner told the 
oftticers their place was up town and not on the 
outskirts of the city. The police returned up 
town and the fight took place in the saioon. 

J — aa f to-day denied the application 
to send McElwaine’s trial to the County Court, 
and set May 3las the date for its beginning. 
He said: “ The ends of justice are best secured 
by a speedy trial.”

Swindled Many Persons and Fled. 

ELIZABETH, N. J., May 13.—Edward. Arm- 
strong, a carpenter aud builder of Elizabeth, is 
missing and has fleeced a number of people out 
of various sums of money. 

It is estimated that he has carried away over 
$4,000 obtained from confiding persons. The 
principal victims are Mrs. Paterson of Pear) 
Street, $1,200; Mrs. Shawell of Elmora, $200; 
Mrs. Moran, Rector Street, $200; Mrs. Kate 
Berry, South Street, $200, and Mrs. Pruet, 
Grove Street, $150. 

Besides these, there are a score of others whom 
he swindled out of $50 to $10. 

Armstrong has left his family behind in his 
flight from his creditors. He bas a wife and 
three children. 

Armstrong’s scheme was to borrow money 
from people who employed him under pretense 
of paying for materials.

FIGHTING BEERS’S PENSION 


PRESIDENT M’CALL BEGINS THE 
ATTACK ON 17, 


THE ATTORNEY GENERAL HESITATES TO 
DECIDE BETWEEN THE COMPANY AND 
BEERS—HE WILL REVIEW THE CASE 
AND REACH AN EARLY DECISION. 


ALBANY, May 13.—Attorney General Rosen- 
dale gave a hearing to-day to the lawyers rep- 
resenting the New-York Life and ex-President 
William H. Beers, upon the question of the va- 
lidity of the contract giving Beers a pension of 
$37,500, which was entered into by the Trustees 
of the company as a means of getting rid of 
their notorious chief officer without further pro- 
longing the fight which threatened to result dis- 
astrously to the policy holders. 

The Attorney General can if he sees fit bring 
action against the officers of the New-York 
Life, restraining them from paying this money 
to Beers. But Mr. Rosendale is anxious to be 
relieved of the burden of taking this action, 
and suggested after to-day’s hearing that the 
whole matter be referred for decision to the 
General Term. 

Ex-Assistant District Attorney Hamilton of 
this city appeared as the representative of the 
company, and Esek Cowen of New-York for Mr. 
Beers. It will be remembered that such good 
lawyers as Joseph H. Choate and Frederic R. 
Coudert declared the contract valid. 

President McCall wrote to the Attorney Gen- 
eral, under date of May 12, that - 

“Asa policy holder in the New-York Life Insur- 
ance Company and its President, on the 7th of April 
last I requested the Superintendent of the Insur- 
ance Department to present for your consideration a 
request for your action, or consent to legal action on 
my part, in regard to the validity of a contract made 
by this company with Mr. William H. Beers, its for- 
mer President. * * * I most. respectfully request 
that you give your opinion on the question whether 
or no the contract is a legal and valid obligation of 
the company, for I have no desire by captious action 
to make a fruitless attempt at the expense of the 
policy holders to —_—- the company trom perform. 
ing what it has obligated itself to do.” 

After reviewing the circumstances which re- 
suited in the resignation of Mr. Beers, Mr. Ham- 
jiton said that atthe time the vacancy in the 


office of President of the New-York Life was 
tilled Mr. Beers was appointed to no office, nor 
were the by-laws amended to create a position 
for him. 

Payment of the large sum as a pension met 
with vigorous opposition from the policy hold- 
ers. It was attacked as a contract which 
the company could not make, since it had no 
right under its charter to grant a life pension to 
any of its officers, and as invalid, as being con- 
trary to public pres. 

Asaresult of this opposition President Mc- 
Call, as a policy holder, asked the Superin- 
tendent of Insurance to request the Attorney 
General to bring suit to test the question of the 
validity of the contract. 

Mr. Hamilton argued as to the power of the 
Attorney General to take action; that Section 
1,781 of the Code of Civil Procedare provided 
that the Attorney General may briag action 
against the officers of a corporation tn certain 
specific cases, one of them being in setting asidu 
an alienation of property made by one or more 
Trustees, Directors, managers or other ofticers 
of the corporation contrary to provision of law; 
or for a purpose foreign to the lawful business 
and objects of the corporation where the alicnee 
knew the purpose of the alienation. 

The Attorney General must bring action when 
he has good reasons to believe that such action 
-— maintained in behalf of the people of the 

ta 

As to che validity of the contract, Mr. Hamilton 
asserted that the oficers of the company should 
be restrained by the courts, because contracts 
whieh go to the total restraint of trade, as that a 
man will not pursue his occupatien or carry on 
business anywhere, are void. This is an ancient 
doctrine of the common law. Incorporated in- 
surance companies, he said, have only the pow- 
ers given them by their charters,- and the 
charter of the New-York Life and the general 
statutes of the State could be searched in vain 
for the authority vesting them with the right 
to bestow pensions. 

He declared that the contract in question was 
a form used simply as a blind, and that the rea- 
ignation, the resolutions, and the contract itself 
were proofs of this. 

The occurrences thatledup to this transac- 
tion showed that it was a mere subterfuge to 
squander the policy holders’ money by way of a 
pension. 

When the President of an insurance company 
appoints a committee, through which he secures 
@contract with himself, to pay himself what 
may amount to many hundred thousand dollars 
for no services whatever, but solely for a gratu- 
ity or pension, ample cause is shown, and the 
command ofthe statute to the Attorney Gen- 
eral that he must bring an action becomes im- 
perative. | 

Mr. Hamilton thought that in all probability 
this was the first attempt by an insurance cor- 
poration in the direction of granting pensions, 
and that if it was allowed to pass uninterfered 
with by the public authorities, these authorities 
thereby gave thelr sanction to it, and they may 
look forward to along line of imitators among 
corporations which would be tempted to follow 
the example thus set them from the fact that 
their means were unlimited. 

Mr. Cowen then said to the Attorney General: 
‘“*T come here in behalf of Mr. Beers. I come 
here claiming that the contract made with him 
by the Trustees of the New-York Life Insur- 
ance Company was a valid contract, and should 
be lived up to, but I hope that the Attorney 
General will take this case under consideration 
and will decide that the contract was a legal 
one.”’ 

Attorney General Rosendale, interrupting 
Mr. Cowen, said: ‘* Do you believe it to be the 
duty of the Attorney General, whenever a 
policy holder believes a Director has made an 
— contract, that he should bring a 
suit? ’’ 

Mr. Cowen replied: 


“No, I do not go as faras that. I do not think an 
Attorney General can examine into the question of 
an error of judgment ay the part of the Directors 
of a corporation, but [do think that when he is con- 
vinced that the Directors have exceeded their pow- 
ers he ought todnuterfere. 

“As representative of Mr. Beers, I would state 
that we are desirous that the Attorney General 
should look into this matter and that there should 
not be an expensive litigation concerning it in the 
courts. We claim that Mr. Beers ts entitled to a sal- 
ary yearly of $37,500. We assert that he could have 
retained his yearly salary of $75,000, but we would 
have you know that, although he felt that the criti- 
cisms of his administration were unjust, it was best 
for him to retire from the Presidency. 

“Acting as he considered in the interest of the 
company. he retired from its management. His 
friends suggested that he should accept an advisory 
position, and that he should still retain his connec- 
tion with the —— in that way. Even the 
Directors ubnfriendiy him suggested that he 
should receive at least $25,000 a year salary. 

“It was debated whether he could legally be paid 
a salary for acting in an advisory position. The 
matter was referred to three distinguished lawyers 
namely, Joseph H. Choate, Frederic R. Coudert, and 
William E. Hornblower, and, as you will see by this 
paper which I hold in my hands, they were of the 
opinion that this contract could be made with Mr. 


Beers. 

“Mr. McCall says that stockholders are now oppos- 

ing the execution of this contract. I think they are 
doing it under a meer rehension. It is asserted 
that this payment of $37,500 is apension. ‘That is 
not the case. The contract provides that Mr. Beers 
shall do workin an advisory capacity when called 
upon. Ho is a highly expertenced man. He has 
been connected with this company for thirty-six 
years. He knows allaboutits agents and its busi- 
ness. 
“There is no doubtin my mind that the company 
could legally make this contract to employ Mr. Beers 
in an advisory capacity. It cuuld have made him a 
general “—* and agree to pay him this salary of 
$37,500. You will also note that this contract pro- 
vides that Mr. Beers shall not ——— in business 
with the New-York Life Insurance Company. This 
is a service of great value to the company. Mr. 
Beers could do great damage to the Ccompapy by or- 
conising opposition. 

“TI attirm that the New-York Life Insurance Com- 
pany did notoffer Mr. Beers money to resign; they 
simply agreed to pay him @ certain salary for his 
work in another sition. [thas been said by the 
newspaper, who is the real connsel of the stock- 
holders in this case, that Mr. Beers will not be asked 
for advice. Why not? Simply because Mr. McCall, 
a very competent man, is now President of the com. 
pany. Itis true that Mr. McCall does not need any 
of Mr. Beers’s advice, 

“Phere is no better insurance man inthe world 
than John A. McCall, but it was not known when 
this contract was made with Mr. Beers that Mr. 
McCall would be the President of the company; in- 
deed, he had declined to acceptthe Presidency, and 
the ‘lrustees were debating the question of puttin 
into the Presidency either Charles S. Fairchil 
Grover Cleveland, or William C. Whitey. 

“JInthat oase Mr. Beers certainly would have 
been called upon to give his advice to the new Pres- 
ident, - The fact also should be considered that Mr. 
Boers could have retained his Presidency. He had 
a majority of the proxies ip his possession, but in be- 
half of the company and in order that it might not be 
harmed, he resigned his position. I attirm that this 
is a valid contract and should bo enforced.” 


Attornoy General Rosendale then said to the 
counsel: 


“Toomfess that I am somewhat embarrassed in 
this matter, because while I thiak that this contract 
ought to bo judicially investigated, Iam in ereaty

si , notwithstanding the high standing of 
the counsel who approved of this contract, I believe, 
in view of all the facts, itis due that the potter hold- 
ers of thecompany should demand, and Mr. McCall 
thinks it should done, that a judicial investiga- 
tion should be made and a judicial determination had 
as to the validity of this contract. 

“The question is whether !¢ should be done at the 
instigation of this department, or whether it is not 
in the first inatance the duty of the corporation it- 
self to see to it that thfs judicial determination 
should be made, because, as I construe that section 
of the code to which Mr. MoCall refers, it means to 
make it the duty of the corporation to enter into no 
coutracts that will tend to alienate this property, 
and the provision of the code is rather in the nature 
ofa Guty om the part of the Attorney General to pur- 
sue the Directors and Managers of a company, pro- 
vided they do make such improper contract, or do 
not exercise the powers which they ought to exer- 
cise in relieving the corporation from a contract 
which they believe to have been improperly or un- 
lawfully made, 

* This is the great question in my mind, whether 
within the recent cases of the courts there is such a 
public interest in the matter which is the basis of it 
altogether. The mere fact that there is a large num- 
ber of policy holders I suppose does not necessarily 
control the question as to whether there is such pub- 
lic — in this matter. 

**T can see the trend of the decisions. The difficul- 
ty lies in this, namely, from my experience I have 
found that epplloations are almost daily made here 
to em actions upon this or that ground. Because 
somebody has entered into a contract which some- 
body else thinks is not quite the correct thing, is the 
Attorney General's office to become the tender to the 
law department of a coporation! With the multitude 
of affairs presented to the Attorney General's depart- 
ment, it would be almost impossible for us to contest 
every contract made on the ground that it is illegal. 
If both partics here are willing, you might in some 
way agree upon a submission of this question to the 
General 'Term,” 


Mr. Rosendale said that he would carefully 
review the case and give his decision as speed- 
ily as possible. 








FIFTH PROVIDENCE ELECTION. 


THE DEMOCRATS GAIN sIX MEMBERS— 
WORK OF THE LEGISLATURE. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., May 13.—The fifth election 
for members of the Legislature from this city 
occurred to-day. There were seven to be voted 
for. Since the last election several of the Dem- 


ocratic candidates had in other capacities 
taken strong grounds against local corpora- 
tions, and money was put out against them. 

The Republicans made a strong effort to elect 
their ticket and forwarded personal appeals to 
every voter in the city to come to the polls, 
The result of the election showed that six Dem- 
ocrats have substantial majorities in a total 
vote of 12,000, a falling off of almost 100 per 
cent. from the State election. 

One Democrat (Carpenter) failed of an elec- 
tion because of the extrome -popularity of his 
Republican opponent, William H. Covell. An- 
other election will therefore have to be held, 
and if there is an election at that time it will 
have cost the city about $17,000 for the seat. 

The Republicans are greatly disgusted at the 
result to-day, for it reduces their majority in 
the House of Representatives to but three or 
four. The Democrats have their keenest lead- 
ers in the next House, and will practically con- 
trol that body. 

The present General Assembly will adjourn 
sine die next Friday. Its closing days are de- 
voted entirely to special legislation in the in- 
terest of the Republican Party. Mayor Car- 
roll’s presiding power in the Pawtucket Board 
of Aldermen has been abridged, Newport is to 
be gerrymandered and redistricted to take it 
from the Democrats, and there is a movement 
to remove from the Mayors of the cities, all of 
whom are Democrats, the power to appoint 
License Commissioners, and place that power 
with the Boards of Aldermen which, with the 
exception of Newport, are all Republican. 

Under the redistricting which has been au- 
thorized the Newport Board will be made Re- 
publican. A bill to extend the terms of the 
Sheriffs of all the counties from one to five 
years has porees one branch and will be pushed 
through the others. The salaries of all these 
otticers are Increased by the measure and the 
present incumbents are to be all re-elected. 

On May 31 the annual Newport session of the 
new General Assembly and the inauguration of 
the new State officers will ocour. With the 
House so close no partisan legislation can ~ - 
sibly be passed by the Republicans, and t - 
are therefore, rushing all kinds of billa throug 
the present body. 

The session at Newport will last a week and 
then the Legislature will adjourn to Providence, 
where, upon the following week, Senator Al- 
drich will be re-elected. 





APPRENTICES TRY TO DESERT, 


FOUR BOYS TAKE A BOAT FROM THE 
RICHMOND. 


NeEwpPonrt, R. I.. May 13.—The most daring at- 
tempt to desert in the history of this United 
States training station was made to-day at 
noon, when four naval apprentices out a boat 


out from the Richmond and pulled ashore right 
under the ship’s guns. They landed on the shore 
of the Maitland estate and made off across 
country toward the boundary or Massachusetts. 

A cutter was at once- manned and sent from 
the ship, as well as an ambulance with marines 
from Coaster’s Harbor Island, which was sent 
overland to head them off. Severd!l schoolmas- 
ters gave chase, and ultimately the boys were 
hemmed in on the wooded heights of Tammany 
Hill, and captured with the assistance of Police- 
man Matterson, who lives near the ship. 

Night before last three . got out of 
the gymnasium building where they slept, but 
were captured by sentriés before they left the 
Government reservation. To-day another boy 
was captured while trying to pass the gates in 
civilian clothes. When and how he got them 
isamystery. He is now in the brig.

TRAGEDY IN SARATOGA.

SARATOGA, N. Y., May 13.—A shooting affair 
occurred in this village about 5 o’clock this 
evening, when Martin Fox, a horse jockey and 
race follower, fatally shot Henrietta Wilson, 


alias Kitty Emerson,a young woman about 
twenty-one years of age and the daughter of 
well-to-do people in Philadelphia. She was 
driven from home some time ago. 

A few weeks ago she had been ordered to 
leave Saratoga and went to New-York, return- 
ing about a weck ago. Fox had also been in 
New-York and returned to-day. Meeting the 
girl on the street, he exclaimed, ‘‘I am going 
to shoot you!” and fired two shots. Both bullets 
entered her head over the eye. 

Fox then fired two shots into bis own head 
and fell. He raised himself and shot the girl in 
the right side, the bullet lodging in the spine. 
This last shot, the doctors say, will prove fatal. 

Fox was jealous of one Richard Shea. He 
meant to kill the girl and himself, too. His 
wounds are not serious.

STRIKE TO FOLLOW LOCKOUT 


ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND MEN 
MAY QUIT WORK. 


SYMPATHY WITH THE LOCKED-OUT 
QUARRYMEN THE CAUSE—WORK IN 
NEARLY EVERY LARGE CITY WILL 
SUFFER—AN ARMY OF STRIKERS. 


Reports were received in this city yesterday 
from the New-England ouarries giving a list of 
the places where the gencval lockout of quarry 
workers will go into effect this evening, unless 
compromise is reached, which does not seom at 
all probable. The list includes the quarries at 
Quincy, Cape Ann, Whitinsville, Haverhill, and 
Bayview, Mass.; Westerly and. Niantic, R. I.; 
Montpelier, Barre, and West Dummerston, Vt.; 
Millstone Point and Stony Creek, Conn.; West 
Sullivan, Mount Waldo, Hallowell, Vinal Haven, 
Hurricane Island, Friendship, and Rockport, 
Me., and Red Stone, N. H. 

These quarries employ 5,000 granite outters 
and 5,000 quarrymen and about 800 black- 
smiths andbankermen. With the granite block 
cutters alraady out these will swell the list to 
between 15,000 and 20,000 men. 

Large as this number is, it will be compara- 
tively insigniticant in comparison with the army 
of men who will go outin sympathy with the 


locked-out quarrymen. In every large city 
from Maine to Chicago the artisans and laborers 
employed on buildings where stone from the 
attected quarries is being used will lay down 
their tools this evening not to take them up 
again on Monday morning. It is roughly esti- 
mated that there will be not less than 100,000 of 
these strikers, and nearly all the principal works 
in course of construction in the United States 
will suffer. 

Among other works affected here and in 
Brooklyn will be the Grant Monument, where 
the contractors are using non-union granite; 
the addition tothe Mutual Life Building, the 
new Black Building, the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art addition in Central Park, the Brooklyn 
water tower, and the Memorial Arch in Pros- 
pect Park. Outside of the city work will cease 
on the Capitol at Albany, where it is said about 
400 men are employed; the National Library 
building in Washington, employing nearly S00 
men, and the big Richmond Terminal building 
and the big Betz office building in Philadelphia. 

How many additional undertakings will be 
affected depends upon the report of a commit- 
tee from the Granite Cutters’ Union which is 
now investicating the source of supply from 
which every contractor in the country is draw- 
ing his granite. This committee will report on 
Monday night ata meeting in Clarendon Hall, 
and - the outcome of this meeting will 
depend whether or not the strike is to assume 
even greater proportions than now threat- 
ened. 

There are 14,000 men in the Granite Cutters’ 
Union alone, and the organization, its members 
assert, is all-powerful, because there is not a 
granite cutter in the country who is not a mem- 
ber. These men, when they go out, will carry 
with them every union man employed on the 
buildings where they are at work. All the 
monument cutters in the Eastern States will 
also go out. These men bave a close union and 
are allied with all the other workers in the 
stone industry. All the monument stone comes 
from Quinoy, Mass.,and Barre, Vt., where the 
owners are to lock out, and in consequence 
this olass of work will come to a standstill. 

In relation to the threat of the quarry owners 
and paving contractors that 1,200 German 
pavers will be put to work on Monday in this 
city if the strikers do not resume, Secretary 
James Grant of the paving-block cutters, said: 
“ These utterances emanate from John Pierce, 
and they are os absurd ae they are false. There 
are not 1,200 non-union paversin the Union. As 
for the Germans, they ure the strongest union 
men of all, andif there should come a break 
they would be the last to go.” , 

Dispatches were received from Baltimore yes- 
terday stating that five schooners loaded with 
paving blocks are tied up there. The strikers 
— to have advices from the Mayor and 

ity Commissioner of Baltimore that there is a 
clause in the paving centracts of the city pro- 
viding that the contractors shall employ only 
union labor. By means of this clause the men 
expect an easy Victory in that city. In the pay- 
ing contracts of New-York there is no such 
clause, but it was stated yesterday at the De- 
partment of Public Works that there was a time 
clause, and this would be rigorously enforced. 
This clause provides for fines of from $25 to $50 
a day for every day after a certain date. 

If Commissioner of Public Works Gilroy’s 
cold permits him to get out of the bouse he 
will be at hia oftice this morning and hold a con- 
ference with representatives of the striking 
pavers and the contractors and see if he can 
effect a settiement, so that there will be no 
further delay in repaving the streets.

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, May 13.—Several years 
ago Joseph Rencher, a youth of unusual promi- 
nence, lived in Blanca County, 100 miles north 
of San Antonio. He disappeared, but returned 
the other day with a companion, and it devel- 


oped that the two were Mormon Elders. 

They immediately set to work among the sim- 
ple folk of that mountain region and began to 
gather in converts, most of them women. 
They appear to have made no special effort to 
proselyte the men. They held a joint debate 
with a Baptist cycy and called on God to 
atrike him blind In his pulpit, but he still sees.

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CARS RIDDLED WITH SHOT, 


—__—_>__--—_—- 
TEXAS TRAIN ROBBERS ATTEMPT WHOLE- 
SALE MURDER—MANY NARROW ESCAPES. 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, May 13.—A desperate 
attempt was made about 3 o’olook this morning 
to rob the south-bound Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas passenger train which arrived here over 
the International and Great Northern Road at 
9:50 o’clock this morning. 

The train was one mile south of the little 
Town of Temple when Engineer Peebles saw 
two men tying on the track only a short dis- 
tance ahead. He slowed up and the engine 
came within a few feet of the men, when they 
suddenly arose and, each aiming a rifle at the 
engineer, commanded him to keep the train ata 
standstill while the remainder of their party 
“ went through” the cars. 

The engineer, instead of obeying, pulled the 
throttle wide open, and the train gave a lurch 
forward. The robbers, who numbered seven in 
all, then opened firaon the train. Five of them 
were stationed along the track, and as the train 
passed thom they emptied their rifles into the 
coaches and sleepers. Four loads of buckshot 
were fired into the mail car and two into the 
baggage car, the mail clerk barely escaping be- 
ing shot. The sleeper and chair car were riddled 
with bullets. 

The crashing of glass and the reports of the 
shots frightehed the passengers badly. When 
the trouble was over several passengers were 
found to be badly cut by glass, while Thomas 
Hurley, a conductor on the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas, who occupied an upper berth in the 
sleeper, was shot ‘through the arm, near the 
shoulder. The bullet which struck him came 
through the wall of the sleeper. He was 
brought here and taken to the hospital, where 
his wounds were dressed. 

The United States Marshal for the Northern 
District of Texas has organized a posse and has 
gone in search of the robbers. 

William Ferguson, editor of the San Antonio 
Democrat, ocoupied a berth in the sleeper and 
had a narrow escape. One of the bullets passed 
directly above his head and imbedded itself in 
the opposite wall of the car. 


FLOODS NORTH AND SOUTH. 





A CREVASSE REPORTED TWO MILES 
ABOV€ ARKANSAS CITY. 
VICKSBURG, Miss., May 13.—A orevasse oc- 
curred this afternoon at 4 o’clock two miles 
north of Arkansas City. Itis on the west bank 

of the river. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., May 13.—Thg river at 7 P. M. 
passed the danger line, 32 feet, and is still ris- 
ing. Where the end will be no one now pre- 


tends to guess. 

The Wiggins transfer yards are from two to 
ten feet under water. Switchmen stand neck 
deop to throw switches, and engines push load- 
ed cars with long trains of empties between 
them and the engines in order to keep in sbal- 
low water and prevent the extinguishing of the 
fires. 

_The farmers’ elevator is now 600 yards in the 
river, but is surrounded by dead water and is in 
little danger. By the gas works the bank is 
caving in and a million bushels of coke are 
threatened. Arsenal Island is washing away. 

OMAHA, Neb., May 13.—The Missouri River is 
10 feet above low-water mark and rising rapid- 
ly. It has cut away 100 acres of land on the 
west bank, four miles above the city, and is 
within fifty feet of Florence Lake. 

If the river rises another foot it will break 
into its old channel and sweep down through 
what is known as Tomah and do hundreds of 
thousands of dollars worth of damage. It will 
leave the manufacturing suburbs of Omabaon 
an island. 

KANSAS CiTy, Mo., May 13.—The Missouri 
River this morning marked a stage of water 
nine-tenths of a foot above the danger line, 
which is twenty-ane feet. The water is rising 
steadily. The Signal Service reports that yes- 
terday’s rainstorm, which amounted almost toa 
deluge here, was fully as severe all along the 
Missouri River up to the Northern Missouri line 
and far above that. It is expected, therefore, 
that the volume of water in the channel will in- 
crease for twenty-four hours at least. 

TOPEKA, Kan., May 13. -The Kansas River 
rose three feet between 8 o’clock last night and 
6 o'clock this morning, and at 11 o’clock this 
morning it was rising at the rate of one and 
three-tenth inches per hour. The homes of the 
Russian colony are under water. The river is 
the highest it has ever been since 1858. 

LAWRENCE, Kan., May 13.—The river at noon 
had risen two feet in the previous eighteen 
hours and is still rising. It is now ten feet 
above the crest of the dam, a point not reached 
since 1878. The Union Pacftic Railroad track 
at North Lawrence is under water and tratlic is 
delayed. ‘ 

ForT SCOTT, Kan., May 13.—A heavy and 
almost constant rain has fallen here since 8 
o'clock yesterday merning. The streams are 
allswollen and much damage to crops on low 
farm lands is inevitable. She Marmaton is out 
of its banks and it is feared the resident portion 
of the north side of the city will be submerged. 

Des MorNneEs, Iowa, May 13.—After a few 
hours of intermittent sunshine yesterday, rain 
began to fall last evening and is still continuing 
to fall. The rivers have risen fifteen inches in 
the last twenty-four hours and are still rising. 
This afternoon the lowlands are flooded and 
scores of houses in the lower part of the city 
have been abandoned.

HOUSES WRECKED BY TORNADOES AND

WicuiTa, Kan., May 13.—The formation of 
three tornadoes was witnessed here between 5:30 
and 6 o’clock this afternoon, two about six 
miles south of the city and another about 
the same distance northeast. A dispatch to 
the Eagle from Augusta, Butler County, says 
that the northeastern tornado struck that place 
about 6 o’clock, demolishing fifteen houses and 
wrecking the Santa Fé stock pens.

Nearly all the people in the town saw the 
atorm approaching aud sought safety in cyclone 
caves, Which it is thought alone prevented great 
loss of life.

The Town of Towanda, whichis afew miles 
north of Augusta, was also visited by the 
storm, and half a dozen houses were wrecked. 
Towanda was literally wiped from the face of 
the earth last March and several people were 
killed and injured. 

The citizens who had the courage to remain 
rebuilt their houses, and these were the build- 
ings blown down this evening. Itis not known 
whether any one was hurt. Inquiries at points 
south of Wichita failto reveal the traok taken 
by the other two storms.

ROBBED BY MASKED MEN 


a 
PAYMASTER FOX WAYLAID IN THE 
APPROVED FASHION. 


HE AND HIS COMPANION BOUND AND 
RELIEVED OF $2,300—TWO HIGH- 
WAYMEN’S DOINGS NEAR SYRACUSE 
—TOSSED OVER A STONE WALL. 


SYRACUSE N. Y., May 13.—Paymaster Fox of 
the Solvay Process Company was waylaid and 
robbed by masked men in the Town of Geddes 
at 10 o’olock this morning. 

Friday is pay day at the Solvay Process 
Works. Itis Mr. Fox’a duty as paymaster to 
drive to the quarries of the company at Split 
Rock with the wages of the 250 men employed 
there by the company. He has made such 
trips in a two-wheeled cart, a man named 
Houser, who is employed at the company’s 
stables, going along as driver. They never 
deemed it necessary to carry arms. 

At 9 o’clock this morning Fox and Houser left 
the works for the quarries. They carried with 
them the money for the men at Split Rock. The 
money was in envelopes and the envelopes 
were in boxes. 

Nothing unusual happened until the pair were 
just west of the house of a farmer named 
Wheaton. Then two men suddenly sprang from 
behind astone wall, and one of them cried: 
“ Hold up your hands.” 

The strangers wore long, black masks coming 
down below their chins, with holes cut for the 
eyes. They were of medium height, rather 
slim, butof wiry build. Itis judged that they 
were between thirty and forty years of age. 
They wore workingmen’s clothes and overalls. 

When Fox and Houser looked into the muzzles 
of four big revolvers in the hands of the thieves 
they were not long in deciding that it was prop- 
er, In the circumstances, to obey the command, 


They threw up their hands as directed, and then 
ou were told to get out of the cart, which they 


Then one of the robbers covered the victims 
with his revolvers, while the other fellow pro- 
ceeded to bind them with ordinary clo theslines 
and leather thongs. The manner of tying the 
men was peculiar. The thieves fastenedthe right 
foot of each man to his left Knee and then se- 
cured his hands behind his back. 

The tying completed, the robbers picked Fox 
and Houser up, one ata time, and threw them 
over the stone wall. 

Jumping into the cart, the fellows drove 
away. As they were leaving the prostrate men 
they yelled back: “ You will be all right if you 
lie stilla while.” At that one of the robbers 
fired a single shot in the air, which might possi- 
bly have been a signal to others. 

Fox and Houser had very little to say to the 
men. They think that they must have lain on 
the ground about fifteen minutes, when Houser 
succeeded in freeing one of his hands. Pulling 
out his jackknife, he quickly cut the ropes that 
bound his feet and then freed Fox. 

Fox and Houser started to walk toward the 
quarries. Soon they meta man who gave the 
name of Manley with the horse and cart. The 
money was gone. Manley said that he found 
the oart about a mile west of the quarries. It 
is supposed that the robbers at that piace took 
to the woods. 

Paymaster Fox hurried to 
and telephoned to -Treasuret 
the works the fact of the robbery. Mr. 
Hazard immediately notified the Chief of 
Police, who put detectives on the trail of the 
highwaymen. 

Fox and Houser, after visiting the quarry, 
drove back to the Soda Ash Works as rapidly as 
possible. Mr. Hazard directed John T. Clapp, 
Chief of the Solvay police force, and Houser to 
drive to the vicinity of the quarries and begin a 
search for the robbers, and they did so. Inthe 
meantime E. H. Foley, foreman of tlie quarry, 
formed a posse of his menand set out torun 
down the bandits. By 11:30 o’clock the country 
around the quarries was being scoured. The 
best description possible, under the circum- 
stances, was sent out. 

Itis believed that the thieves are Americans, 
who knew that Paymaster Fox passed over this 
road every Friday with a large amount of 
money. The amount stulen was $2,300.

A FURTHER TEST TO BE MADE 
SANDY HOOK. 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—The pneumatic Gun 
Carriage Company has sent notice to the War 
Department that its carriage is ready for 
testing again, and to-day the Chief of Ordnance 
sent instructions toSandy Hook proving ground 
to have the ten-inch rifle mounted for firing. 

The carriage has been repsired since the re- 
cent firing, and some of the faults evident at 
that time have been corrected. While the ten- 
inch gun was mounted on the ordinary car- 
riage, waiting the preparation of the pneumatie 
carriage, the rifle has been used in firing against 
an eleven-inch armor plaie manufactured for the 
Ordnance Department by the Bethlebem Iror 
Works, to be used in testing the armor-piercing 
shell which it is intended to manufacture in 
this country. 

The attack on the plate showed that it did not 
come up to the requirements and it was reject- 
ed, and directions sent to Bethlehem to prepare 
another plate. The firm is required by its con- 
tract to furnish a plate of certain ballistic ca- 
pacity, which the present plate lacked. In the 
test an imported shell was used. . 

The Gerdan gun, the brecch mechanism of 
which recently received some injury at Sandy 
Hook, is again being fired. It is atest of the 
breech mechanism. The gun is similar to the 
3.2-inch field gun, except in its breech.

THE CANAL BILL 
YESTERDAY WAS THE GOVERNOR'S 
BUSY DAY. 


HE SIGNED SIXrY-TWO BILLS AND 


VETOED TWO—THE OTHER VETO 
WAS OF INTEREST PRINCIPALLY TO 
FARMERS—WARD’S ISLAND BOUGHT. 


AL™ANY, May 13.—Gov. Flower signalized his 
return to work to-day by signing sixty-two bills 
om \etoing two, sending. out with the latter 
tliborate memoranda of “ reasons why.” 

This marvelous exhibition of energy is proof 
of what the Chief Executive can do when he 
turns a deaf ear for the time being to the buzz- 
ing of the Presidential bee and settles down to 
hard work. 

It is barely possible that he inspected person- 
ally a couple of dozen of the big batch of bills 
which bore his signature. By vetoing the Canal 
Improvement bill, appropriating $540,000, and 
the biJl appropriating $100,000 for the promo- 
tion of the agricultural interests of the State, he 
will no doubt be able to keep. down the tax rate 
and enhance his reputation as an economical 
Executive, butit is not the sort of cheese par- 
ing likely to add to his popularity. 

Instead of an appropriation, he gives the 
farmers good advice, based upon his own long 
experience as an agriculturist. Mr. Flower 
hails from an anticanal county, which perhaps 
had something to do with his veto of the Canal 
Improvement bill, but he also has large inter- 
ests in a number of Western railroads which do 
a big freight business with the Atlantic sea- 
ports, which perhaps had rather more to do 
with it. 

In vetoing the “act to faollitate State com- 
merce by increasing and improving the lockage 
capacity of the Erie Canal, and to improve the 


Erie, Oswego, Black River, Cayuga, and Seneca 
and Champlain Canals,” the Governor seems to 
have forgotten that in his annual message to the 
Legislature he complained that the work of 
lengthening the loeks had been suspended 
owing to the failure of the Legislature to grant 
the annual appropriations for that purpose and 
recommending that this subject “ should be 
treated with the consideration which its im- 
portance demands.” 
THE CANAL VETO. 

The following is the memorandum handed 
down with the veto: 

“This bill is so constructed that the Executive 
cannot approve some of the items of appropriation 
and pprove others, but must sign or veto as a 
MS rey hy tal amount of the appropriation, namely, 

“I regret this circumstance, for I am informed 
that certain canal improvements authorized by the 
bill ate guite necessary and should not be delayed. 
This is said to be true especially in the case of the 
preposed — upon the upper anf lower Mohawk 
op aye | e Schoharie Creek aqueduct, and upon 
the dam at Cohoes. 

“T am informed, however, that as to the first three 
there are available a we = can be for bao 
purpose if necessary during the current year, W 
the urgency of the repairs upon the dam at Cohoes 
is not apparent, since the Legislature, by Chapter 
155 of the Laws of the present year, has appropriated 
$¥%,000 for the purpose of ascertaining before the 
Bext booed session whether it is advisable to 
Duild & new dam at this t to replace the oné upon 
which it is now proposed to expend considerable 
money in repairs. 

“The expenditure directed for the other objects of 
the bill, while doubtiess in the interest of canal im- 

rovement, is by no meang essential to the imme- 

tate good sefvice of the State’s waterways. To 
reserve those waterways, 80 that they may con- 
inue to be the great regulators of freight ra help- 
ing all sections of the State by the commercial im- 
ortamce which they give to our great cities, and 
fiting al! classes of citizens by diminishing the 
cost of food oapeme is a constitational obligation 
which itisthe duty of the law-making power con- 
scientiously to observe. 

“Ir the canal system was a benefit to the people 
years ago, when the State produced nearly all of the 
food products which its people consumed, it must 
certainly be & benefit now, when our people produce 
only a small proportion of what we consume, for it 
indisputably cheapens the cost of transportation. 

‘Yet the very maintenance of the public water- 
ways is likely to be threatened by excessive appro- 
priations, for the indirect benefit of the outlay is 
sometimes difficult to explain satisfactorily to the 
average taxpayer, while the increase in his annual 
tax rate isa very convincing means of demonstra- 
tion. 

“ That these appropriations have been large of re- 
cent years and that their tendency is to increase has 
been only too evident, and has provoked no little 
criticism and opposition in various parta of the 
State. It mustnot be ignored in this connection, 
too, that the producers of the State, who number & 
large part of its population, while benefited by cheap 
freight rates, have been os nats ted alfected by im- 
proved means of communication with the greater 
producing areas of the West, and are ruefally watch- 
ing the decrease of wealth and population in the ag- 
ricultural communities where taxes are harder to 
pay than in commercial and industrial localities. 

“The danger is, at this time particularly, that too 
great liberality in canal appropriations will, by pro- 
voking opposition from unfriendly sources, react 
against the very cause they are designed to promote. 

* For maintenance and improvenisnts to the canals 
there has already been appropriated this year about 
#1,000,000—quite sufficient for all ordinary purposes 
and enough to maintain the canal system dunng the 
present season of navigation without any impair- 
ment of its efficiency. 

“The increase of lockage engetty intended to be 
secured by this bill can be postponed without injury 
to public interests. During the five years ending 
with 1899 there had been appropriated for this pur- 

ose alone upward of $2,500,000, and it niust be con- 
essed the results were not very ee ee for the 
tonnage of the canals was actually less in 890 than 


886. 

* Indeed the large amounts of money whioh have 
been expended on canal improvements during man 
years past have not F ney we ey | resulte, 
and the cavals now do not carry one-hal 
oapacity. Their tonnage for the decade ending with 
1800 averaged only 5,245,000 tons per year, in spite 
of the fact that the canals have been made free, 
which was butavery slight increase over the reo- 
ord for the previous decade, when tolla Were re- 

uired, and actually less than the tonuage for the 
decade ending with 1870. 

“ These figures suggest at least the necessity for 
proceeding cautiously in the appropriation of public 
money for desired improvements, and demand that 
reasonable assurance of advantage should precede 
the imposition of every new burden upon the people. 

“TI would respectfully suggest also that in the 
future the various appropriations for the canals be 
placed in one bill so far as possible, s0 that the peo- 
ple may know more precisely the total amount ex- 
pended for this purpose, and that the items be so 
a ed that each one may be judged separately 
upon its merits, so that a desirable appropriation 
may not fail because merged with undesirable ap- 
propriations.” 


, THE AGRICULTURAL VETO. 

His other veto was of the act to promote agri- 
culture, household manufactures, encourage 
the raising of poultry, and to improve the breed 
of stock in this State, and making an appropria- 
tion therefor. Following are the Governor's 
reasons for his action: 


“This billis disapproved for the reason that its 
provisions, in my ju ent, fail to supply that kind 
of encouragement which the agricultural interests 
of the State are mostin need of. The $100,000 ap- 
propriated is designed to be distributed among agri- 
pultural societies in premiums on farm products, 
agricultura] machinery and implements, and house- 
hold manafgctures. 

“ Already during the present year the Legislature 
has appropriated over $96,000 fora similar purpose 
in three séparate bills, besides appropriating nearly 
$175,000 additional for dairy interests, farmers’ in- 
stitutes, experimental work in agriculture, &o. :

Originally it was rather broad in its pro- 
visions, but it was amended to suit the ideas of 
its critics.

This 
commission consists of Henry R. Beekman, ex-

THE BEST ATTENDANCE AND EXHIBI- 
TION OF THK WEEK YESTERDAY. 


Though the skies were threatening and the air was 
chilly, the horse show on the Manhattan Field yester- 
day received a gréater measure of public support 
than has been giventoit since its opening on last 
Monday.

THE NEW-YORK CENTRAL WILLING TO 
MOVE THEM INTO TWELFTH AVENUE, 


A committees representing the West Side Citizena’ 
Association visited the Grand Ceniral Station yes- 
terday forenoon in response to an invitation from 
General Manager Totcey of the New-York Central 
Railroad, to confer with officers of the railroad com- 
pany relative to the citizens’ protest against the 
Tunning of trains through Eleventh Avenue. 

The committee comprised ex-Congressman John 
Quinn, William M, May, Henry Dike, Robert Gordon, 
Edward Dike, George Wiley, William Van T'wistern, 
S. A. Ludin, and Valentine Defenthaler. State Sena- 
tor Plunkitt accompanied the committee in an ad. 
visory capacity. The conference was held in the 
office of Mr. H. Walter Webb, Third Vice President 
of the Central Road, and besides Mr. Webb therg 
were present in behalf of the road Mr. Toucey an4 
General Counsel Frank L. Loomis. 

After a preliminary interchange of views, the Citi. 
zens’ Committee, through Senator Plunkitt, asked 
Mr. Webb if it would not be practicable for the Cen- 
tral Road to transfer its tracks from Rieventh to 
Twel{th Avenue. Mr. Webb said that such a step 
would have the approval et the Central's manage. 
ment, and he thought that the transfer would be 
practicable if the consent of the city authorities 
could be obtained to the opening of Twelfth Avenue 
from Fortieth to Fifty-ninth Streets, where it is 
now closed. Mr. Webb added that the Central peo 
ple had often expressed a desire to remove its tracks 


from Eleventh to Twelfth Avenue, but the company 
lacked the authority to make the move without tle 
ee co-operation of the city authorities. 
twas thereupon agreed that the Citizens’ Com- 

mittee should go ahead and get up a petition to the 
Common Council asking that Twelfth Avenue be 
opened between the points named, and that permis- 
sion be given tothe New-York Central Road to rg- 
move its tracks from the Eieventh tothe Tweltt 
Avenue. This transfer would bring the railroad 
down to the river front, with no residence buildings 
along either side of the line from Thirty-third Street 
up to Stxty-fifth Street. As svon as the necessary 
formalities are complied with, the New-York Central 
manageneent will perform the-work of removal with- 
in one year. 

The committee left Vice President Webb's office 
well pleased with the result of their visit.

It is alleged that 
the rebate amounting to 5.cents a hundred pounds 
was allowed, the amvant being paid by Fell to A. R 
Fay, agent of Swift & Co,, under the guise of a com. 
mission, 

This is the fir8t case on record where the Federal 
laws covering conspiracy have been applied to a 
railroad oiflicial. The punishment is tenfold more 
severe than for violation of the inter-State commerce 
law. Conviction implies a fine of not less than $5,000 
or imprisonment at hard labor in the penitentiary 
for not less than two years.

FISHING IN LOCAL WATERS 


FLOUNDERS AND BLACKFISH THE 
BEST TO BE HAD. 


PLENTY OF THESE FOR MEN WHO ARE 
SATISFIED WITH THAT SORT OF 
GAME—BLUEFISH AND WEAKFISH 
EXPECTED VERY SOON. 


Although the bluefish aro drawing near to 
Sandy Hook and weakfish are following close 
behind, local fishermen have few varieties to 
choose from at present. The sluggish flounder 
and lazy blackfish are the only fish in the salt 
water that are giving much sport, and that ie not 
of avery exciting character. Anglers are eur- 
prised that these fish are bothered with 
much by any one, but when they see 
the crowds that go to Jamaica Bay and 
Pelham Bay armed with heavy rods or hand 
lines, without expectation of securing anything 
better than the two above-mentioned species, 
they feel that there is more in fishing than the 
sport of playinga gamey fish on a light rod 
with a cerman silver reel and a silk line. 

There ars said to be 75,000 fishermen in this 
city. There is no way of getting at the exact 
humber, but when the season is fully opened 
and the number that go out on the early morn- 
ing trains and boats, with all the necessary 


tackie, is observed, the above figures are not 
considered exaggerated. Every morning at the 
Long Island City ferry and at the Harlem River 
station of thé New-York, New-Haven and 
Hartford Railroad four-fifths of the pas- 
songers waiting for trains show at once 
Dy their green baskets, tho rods tied 
up in bags, and the uneasy manner in which 
they glance out of the windows at the sky and 
furtively stpdy tide tables that they are disci- 
sles of Izaak Walton, though so humble as to 

( pleasure in the flat-sided, small-mouthed 
flounder. Jamaica Bay and Pelham Bay are 
the two most noteworthy flounder grounds in 
this section. Great numbers are often caught 
in Bowery Bay, but the fish there usually run 
smaller in size. 

At Jamaica Bay the fishing has been excellent 
recently. Some large fish have been taken and 
the supply seems unlimited. Of course it is not 
every party thathas luck. There is no fishing 
resort at any season near New-York where the 
angier is certain of success. Buta little pa- 
tience and a careful search for the grounds 
recommended by the boatkeepers is pretty cer- 
tain to result in a mess of the flat fish, 
with a few blackfish thrown in and possibly 
some eels and hackleheads. Just now the 
blackfish are biting guite freely from the 
trestle of the New-York and Kockaway Beach 
Railroad, and by anchoring near the structure 
the tisherman has a good chance to catch them. 
They are not fastidious. Sand worms are pre- 
ferable, but pieces of clam will do for the bait. 

The flounders are fond of the mud banks, 
where there are plenty of shellfish, or else seek 
the bottoms in the channels, where they can 
catch such morsels of food as are carried down 
by the tide. 

For these flounders and blackfish there is no 
special tide when they bite best. At the times 
when the high Spring tides are runnigg, ora 
heavy wind backs in an unusual flow of ‘water, 
there are.always less fish taken. Some of the 
flouader catches in Jamaica Bay recently have 
been between 50 and 100 fish toa boat. In 
size, the average is about a half a pound, 
though fish weighing a pound and a half are 
not infrequently taken. Blackfish are yet run- 
ning mall, though at the old wrecks and the 
most likely spots in the bay one and two pound 
fish are taken. ‘The seabass, the third in order 
to run in the bay, have not appeared in large 
numbers as yet. Fluke are also slow in coming 
in, though some are now secured. 

Fishermen who are going down to the fishing 
banks these days are catching fluke, blackfish, 
flounders, seabass, and eels, as well as nausea 
and sea robins. Some days great catches of 
fish are made, and the boats bring back large 
cargoes. The boats start early inthe morning, 
but return before sunset. Large fish may be ex- 
pected on the banks at most any time. 

There is some striped bass fishing in the 
fiudson. The big run of two weeks ago 
is now exhausted, and the catches are 
much smaller. Forten days the tishing was 
pxcellent,-and many enjoyed it. From One 
Hundredth Street to Sing Sing the bass were 
more or less abundant, and had good, healthy 
appetites for the sand worms that were given 
them. Two-pound tish were quite frequently 
met with, and enough five-pounders caught to 
put the anglers in adelightful state of hope- 
fulness that one of the big ones might come 
their way. Now the fish are scarce and the sizes 
average smaller. At the other resorts for bass 
near the city there have been but iew caught. 

In the fish markets there is an abundant sup- 
ply at present. The striped bass are brought in 
from the Virginia coast in large numbers and 
the smacks only have to sail a bit further down 
the coast to lvuad up with the bluefish. Indeed, 
the Captains say that this week they will get 
the bluefish off the New-Jersey coast. As the 
weakfish and bluefish travel pretty close to- 
gether in the northward migration there isa 
prospect of an early season. Twelve new emacks 
will be in commission this Summer. 

New-York anglers have not much chance 
for good fresh-water fishing near home. The 
law forbids the catching of black bass 
till Decoration Day, and only the trout, 
yellow perch, and pickerel are at their dis- 
posal. in the New-Jersey ponds and rivers, 
reached in one or two hours from the city, 
considerably many pickerel and perch are 
caught, while a few who have fished the spring 
brooks in the northern and northwestern part 
of that State have reported that trout are 
quite abundant. On Long Island there are a 
few trout to be caught in the Smithtown River, 
and at the outlet of old Massapequa Lake a few 
are still whipped out. Thece are several streams 
along the south side where nice trout have been 
caught this Spring. Connecticut streams have 
also been furnishing good sport. Along the 
State line in Dutchess County, on the New-York 
side, several good-sized brown trout have been 
taken. 

Persons contemplating a ning trip to-day or 
to-morrow will find the following tide table suf- 
ficiently accurate for fishing purposes. The time 
is calculated from Government figures, but 
often the wind or a heavy outside sea will make 
trifling differences in the exact time for high or 
low water.

FIRST INDICTMENT QUASHED. 


JUDGE NEESON’S DECISION 
WHISKY TRUST CASE. 


Boston, May 13.—Judge Nelson of the United 
States District Court to-day quashed the indict- 
ment found against the Whisky Trust officers, 
Joseph B, Greenhut and others. “ 

This is the first indictment found by the Dis- 
trict Court Grand Jury that the court passed 
upon. The indictment found against these 
same defendants last Tuesday is supposed to 
cover the defects that existed in the one now 
quashed. The officers will be rearrested on the 
second one. 

The decision of Judge Neleon is that an in- 
dictment should contain a distinct averment in 
the words of the statute or in equivalent lan- 


guage; that | means of the acts charged the 
defendants had monopolized, or had combined, 
or conspired to monopolize, trade and commerce 
among the several States or with foreign na- 
tions. This indictment contsined no such aver- 
ment. It did not charge that the defendants 
enteredinto any unlawful combination or con- 
epiracy, nor didit contain any averment that 
they had monopolized trade or commerce 
among the several States or with foreign na- 
tions. 

It averred merely that by means of the acts 
alleged they had monopolized the manufacture 
and sale of distilled spirits, without stating that 
in so doing they had monopolized trade and 
commerce in distilled spirits among the several 
Btates or with foreign nations. The Judge also 
gays: 

“Itis true that the indictment charges that the 
defendants have done certain things with intent to 
monopolize the trafiicin distilled spirits among the 
several States, and that they have increased the 
usual prices at whioh distilled spirits were sold in 
Massachusetis, and have prevented and counter- 
acted the effect of full competition in such traffic in 
Massachusetts. But none of these things is singly 
made an offense by the statute. Lhe indictment in 
this particuiar is wlearly insufticient.”

DETECTIVE PENDER GIVES HIS TESTI- 

MONY AT NEWBURG. 


Newsure, N. Y., May 13.—The hearing in 
the West Shore Railroad ticket conspiracy case 
was begun before Recorder McCroskey this 
morning. Thomas Gilooley and Michael Horton, 
who, with John J. Pender, were arrested for 
selling the tickets and dividing up with railroad 
conductors, were seated within the railing, 
while Pender, who turned out to be a Pinkerton 
detective, told what he knew of the case. 
Pender, on his arrival here, set to work to 


make friends with Horton, who keeps a saloon 
at the station. Horton and Pender became very 
intimate. Afteratime Pender said thatas he 
Was ab insurance agent, a to be on the 
road a great deal, it might be well for him to 
patronize Horton instead of the railroad com- 
pany, and then said he was going to New-York 
the following day. 
Horton fitted him out, giving him a family 
trip book containing a single ticket, good from 
New-York to Ridgefield Park, on which was 
marked “ Mikel.’’ It had been issued to C. L. 
C. Bulkley. Another book had two tidkets in it, 
issued to W. J. Kennedy. Horton told Pender 
to uge the one he had marked on the down trip. 
He took $2 for the tickets, which was 25 cents 
below the railroad rates. 
On March 28 Gilooley sold a half excursion 
ticket from Cornwall to Newburg, to be used on 
an Albany trip. It was issued in September, 
1891, but was accepted by a conductor. 
“On April 14,” said the witness, ‘‘I bought a 
ticket at Horton’s _. from the bartender, 
Cunningham, for Albany, and received an ex- 
cursion ticket on the New-Jersey Railroad. It 
Was just as good onthe train asa West Shore 
ticket would have been. On this trip the con- 
ductor suggested buying a ticket at Glenmont 
and coming back on histrain. This conductor 
charged $1 for the trip from Albany to Newburg, 
returning 10 cents paid for the short-distance 
ticket. I told Horton the conductors were cut- 
ting the rates, and he agreed to bring the fig- 
ures down to theirs.” 
Pender’s statement as to the tickets used and 
their numbers wae verified by John F. Fairlamb, 
Auditor of Passengers’ Accounts on the Hudson 
River Road.

It seems to be high time that the Govern- 
ment should intervene again, and to some 
purpose, in the quarrel between the *‘ rust- 
lers” and the “‘cattlemen” in Wyoming.

It is his business to 
apply for help to put down the rustlers. If 
he is afraid to do this, there must be some 
other way of inducing the Federal Gov- 
ernment te intervene for the purpose of 
suppressing what has become a national 


scandal.

The scenes just now witnessed among the 
Ceur d’Aléne Indians of the Northwest 
and the Cheyennes and Arapahoes of Okla- 
homa show that there may be some draw- 
backs to the severalty allotment system, 
with allite advantages. Or, to state the 
case more exactly, such experiences sug- 
gest the need of good judgment in applying 
the system. Usually where lands are 
bought of the red men, the funds are 

, neatly or quite ali invested for them and 








they get the interest; or a part may be put 
into cattle or goods purchased for them. 
The Cwur @Alénes have received large 
lamp sums in cash, distributed to 
them individually, and it appears that 
many of them have beén making their 
money fly in improvident Indian fashion. 
The trouble with the Cheyennes and Arap- 
ahoes is different. A few scores of them 
are said to be away from their allotments, 
declaring that they never agreed to the 
bargain made by the tribe. It has always 
been a serious question whether the South- 
ern Cheyennes and Arapahoes were really 
prepared for the allotment system; and 
these demonstrations suggest that there 
should never be undue haste in its exten- 
sion. But of the soundness of its principle 
there can be no question, and in the pres- 
ent instance the troops can be counted on 
to protect the settlers.

The details announced by Adjt. Gen. 
Porter for this year’s camp at Peekskill 
include, of course, under the New-York 
system of National Guard instruction and 
training, the regiments and separate com- 
panies that performed a tour of duty there 
in 1890. This plan of alternate years in 
the encampment has proved useful and 
desirable, and is not likely to be abandoned 
for the system of encamping all the or- 
ganizations every year, even were the 
objection of limited accommodations re- 
moved. In one of the militia bills pending 
in Congress it is proposed as a condition of 
sharing in the annual appropriations that 
a State shall have all its troops every 
year in camp; but since this require- 
ment is nullified by a provision that 
the Governor may excuse such  or- 
ganizations as he chooses, it would not 
affect New-York, because the Governor 
would always excuse half the troops each 
year, as now. In some States annual camps 
of all the forces do not seem to be re- 
garded as burdensome on the men, and 
possibly they might not generally be so 
viewed here; but the present tours are 
ever welcomed as a privilege and pleasure. 
The proportion of mén sent by the regi- 
ments to Peekskill is sometimes remarka- 
ble, and every day of the seven is utilized 
if possible. While such results continue it 
is best not to experiment with a change of 
system.

AMERICAN VS. BRITISH SHIPS. 


A broad beam of light from the lamp of 
experience was thrown upon the interest- 
ing question of American shipbuilding by 
a statement made before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Commerce on April 28 by Mr. 
WiLuiaM M, Ivins of this city, President of 
the United States and Brazilian Steamship 
Company. Mr. Ivrns’s statement revealed 
the astounding fact that his company finds 
that it can make money by laying up its 
American-built ships and hiring British 
steamers to take their places. It finds that 
to carry flour to Brazil profitably it must 
charge $1.25,a barrel on an American ship, 
but ona British-built ship it can carry it 
for $1 a barrel. It finds that while the 
company lost $142,000 net on fifteen voy- 
ages from Aug. 1 to April 1, using Ameri- 
can ships, it would have been $158,000 
better off had it chartered English steamers 
instead of owning and operating its own 
fleet. 
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This is an amazing state of things. Con- 
greas has just passed and the President has 
signed a law giving American registry to 
two ships of the Inman Line on condition 
that their owners shall cause to be con- 
structed in American shipyards ships of an 
eqnal aggregate tonnage, each ship to be 
not less than 7,000 tons, and Senator His- 
oock on Thtrsday introduced a bill to 
give American registry to the steamship 
China on sinfilar terms. But if American 
ships cost so much to build that 
they cannot meet the competition 
of British “tramps,” how, except by 
@ generous subsidy, can the Inman 
Company and the owners of the China 
expect to get fair dividends on the 
money they spend in building ships in 
Americaf The country is to be congratu- 
lated on the partial abandonment of the 
Chinese policy of our navigation laws, but 
itis apparent that the business aspects, 
the “economies,” of the new policy must 
be carefully examined before it will be safe 
to rejoice overmuch at what the sanguine 
friends of American shipbuilding have re- 
garded as the dawn of a new era in that in- 
dustry. 


The experience of the Brazil line, as set 
forth in detail by President Ivrns, will be 
studied with interest and instruction by 
the Inman Line shareholders, we should 
say. Thereportis printed, and they should 
immediately provide themselves with 
copies. We will quote some passages from 
Mr. Ivrns’s statement, but it should be 
readentire and with care by every ship 
owner interested in the questions involved. 
Mr. Ivins did not go to Washington to beg 
for asubsidy. His line did not putin a bid 
for the subsidies offered by Mr. Wana- 
MAKER, a8 it could not accept a subsidy 
on the terms proposed without aloss. He 
appeared before the committee to make a 
statement in relation to a bill based on the 
charge tkat his company by discontinuing 
its stops at Newport News was “ unjustly 
discriminating” against that port.

Vest asked Mr. Ivins how many ships his 
line owned.- Mr. Ivxrns replied that it 
owned five American ships and chartered

of the cargo businéss with Brazil. The balance 
of the business is all done, heratofore has al- 
ways been done, and is now being done in for- 
eign bottoms. The persons operating these 
foreign bottoms * * * are enabled to make a" 
rate to the shipper with which we in our Amer- 
ican ships cannot compete without loss. I have 
made the figures very carefully as respects 
our own tive ships and with this re- 
sult: For us to handle flour outward 
from here to Southern ports of Brazil, in order 
to pay our expenses, our depreciation, and in- 
terest on our investment, we have got to receive 
at least $1.25 per barrel of flour. Now, it is a 
long while since flour has been more than $1 a 
barrel. The prevailing rate from New-York to- 
day is 90 cents in large lots, which, after we 
have paid 12 cents freight from Baltimore and 
20 cents from Richmond, leaves us, respectively, 
only 70 and-78 cents on those two classes of 
flour. Still, we have got to earn $1.25 a barrel 
in order to meet our charges, fixed and ‘other. 

**Now, people like the Messrs. EAkNSHAW of 
Philadelphia, who are American merchants and 
ship. men, but who do not own any American 
ships, were competing with us by using English 
ships. They could charter those ships ata rate 
which would enable them to carry flour and 
make a profit where we were making a heavy 
loss. We have now, as I have said, a number of 
English ships in our setvice, for which we are 
paying from 7s. to 8s. and 3d. per ton per 
month. I have only to get 75 cents a 
barrel on my flour to cover the cost 
to me of doing the business by these 
ships. Therefore, when I oan make an average 
on all classes of cargo sufficient to show a dollar 
on her measurement, goods and package goods, 
flour, lard, &c., I make the cost of administra- 
tion and a reward for doing the business by 
using the English ships, while [ am makinga 
loss of 25 cents, at least, by using the American 
ships. * * * I therefore said: ‘Since we have 
not the tonnage of our own, and cannot build it 
at present American prices, in order to com- 
pete with the English bottoms there is nothing 
left as a matter of salvation except to charter 
English ships’; and I began chartering English 
ships.” 

The result of this policy appears in the 
statement of shipments by the line during 
the first three months of 1892 as compared 
with preceding years. In. those three 
months alone the line took 32,792 tons, as 
compared with 56,855 tons for the entire 
year 1891 and 35,084 tons for the year / 
1890. In reply to the question of Senator 
Vest, Mr. Ivins stated that the reasén why 
an English ship could be operated more 
cheaply than an American ship was that it 
was built more cheaply. He could buy 
a fleet of stx English-built ships, none of 
them over two or three years old, about 
the size of the Allianga, for from$75,000 to 
$100,000 apiece. . It would be utterly im- 
possible, he declared, to buil@a correspond- 
ing ship in this country for that money. 
The Seguranca and Vigilanca, two new 


Allianga, cost the company $450,000 apiece. 
The English ships burned far less coal than 
American ships of corresponding freight 
capacity. The company pays 7s. to 8s. per 
month per ton for the English ships, while 
it costs it from 11s. to 15s. to operate its 
own ships. For instance, by using the 
English ship Capuletthe company saves, 
including coal, $7,579 per voyage of sixty 
days, as compared with the Allianga. 

It was admitted by Mr. Ivins that the 
English ships chartered by his company 
were by no means as good vessels as the 
They were 
not as well built, though built well enough 
for the cargo trade, and the officers and 
crew were not as well paid or as well 
treated as the officers and crew of American 
ships. Nevertheless, as President Ivins re- 
marked, the dollar is not a sentimental ob- 
ject, and neither considerations of this 
kind nor considerations of nationality are, 
apt to enter largely into the business of its 
pursuit. The net result of the company’s 
policy in chartering English vessels is 
that it is able to do business new without 
loss, with a prospect of some profit, while 
for the first three months of 1892 it did 
85 per cent. of the entire trade to Per- 
nambuco and ports south, as against 22 per 
cent. for the corresponding three months 
in 1891; and during the eight months end- 
ing March 31, 1892, its receipts increased 
62 per cent., notwithstanding the almost 
complete falling off of passenger business 
due to yellow fever and the decline of near- 
ly 50 per cent. in Brazilian exchange. 

President Ivins’s exposition of the diffi- 
culties that beset the American ship owner 
in his attempts to compete with the cheap- 


valuable. Being a statement of aotual 
business experience, it is worth a great deal 
more than Senatorial speeches in defense 
of the American shipbuilder. We cannot 
deny that, without intending it, Mr. Ivins 
has made a powerful argument in favor of 
Government subsidies. Is it not plain 
from the experience of the Brazil line that 
in a carrying trade that is exposed to com- 
petition a ship owner cannot afford to em- 
ploy American-built ships unless he re- 
ceives the encouragement of a considerable 
bribe from the Post Office Department? We 
fear that the admission of the City of Paris 
and the City of New-York to an American 
registry has not solved the perplexing 
problem that for so many years occupied 
the busy mind of the late JoHN Roaocg. 
SE ES 
MAKE THE ISSUE PLAIN. 

The Democrats will this year go into the 
national canvass with a very definite re- 
sponsibility and with a certain disad- 
vantage which they will be obliged to 
overcome. The real issue will be neces- 
sarily the reform of the tariff. That is 
absolutely the only policy of any perma- 
nent importance that will be determined 
by the result of the elections. But it will 
be to some extent obscured by questions 
arising from the course of the Democratic 
Party in the House of Representatives, 
where their majority has been so over- 
whelming as to engross the public atten- 
tion. The issue as it was made up in 1890 
by the affirmative legislation of the Repub- 
licans is, of course, the only one really 
worthy of the serious study of the electors, 
and the vnly one that should influence 
their course at the polls, provided each 








party names a fairly represcatative man. 


of 1890 is now two years old. The feeling 
of surprised disgust’and indignation with 
which the people regarded the discovery of 
the way in which the McKinley tariff af- 
fected their daily lives was too intense to 
be maintained for so long a period. The 
tariff is thesame now that it wasthen. It 
has not improved upon acquaintance, It is 
as unequal, unfair, oppressive, and meddle- 
some as it wasin 1890. But if the people 
have not come to gpprove it any more than 
they did, they have, so to speak, adjusted 
themselves to it. They can hardly think 
differently about it when they think about 
it at all, but they feel differently and think 
less than when they were suffering the irri- 
tation of the first infliction. 

Moreover, as we have already pointed 
out, the Democrats by their remarkable 
victory of 1890 are in a sense placed upon 
the defensive, which is usually a disadvan- 
tage in political struggles. They are no 
longer free, as they were then, to’ ask the 
people wholly to occupy themselves with 
the record of the Republicans who are no 
longer clearly and solely “the party in 
power.” Ihe Democrats will have to show 
what they have done, or failed to do, with 
the great majority given them in the 
House, and the explanation that they will 
have to give will not be in all respects 
either satisfactory or attractive. They 
have not themselves interpreted the man- 
date of the people at the elections of two 
years ago as the people unquestionably in- 
tendedit. They have not given their un- 
divided energies to the reform of the tariff 
within the limits to which they were 
practically shut up. They have not re- 
placed the extravagance of the “Billion 
Congress” in.all ways by even such econo- 
my as that Congress left them achante for. 
And they must own that they wasted much 
time and strength in trying to commit their 
party by the action of the majority in the 
House to the wild and dangerous scheme 
for the free and unlimited coinage of 67 
cents’ worth of silver into a dollar. These 
facts, which cannot be denied and will not 
be ignored, impose a very definite responsi- 
bility upon the Democratic Party, and will 
inevitably handicap it, though it is still 
within the power of the party to overcome 
that handicap. Happily the signs ali point 
to their willingness to use that power. 

The one means open to the Democrats to 
offset the disadvantages of this year as 
compared with 1890 is the nomination of 
Mr. CLEVELAND on a platform of tariff re- 
form, economy, and@ honest money. That 
would probably be effective and would cer- 
tainly be substantial, candid, and legiti- 
mate. Mr. CLEVELAND represents these 
three principles beyond all cavil, and no 
one can be at liberty to doubt that so far as 
the power of the President cango it would 
if he were elected be used with the utmost 
courage, fidelity, and sagacity to promote 
them. It would still remain true that. the 
Democrats are not absolutely unanimous in 


their support of any one of the three princ?é 


ples. Weare not aware that any political 
party has ever been found absolutely unan- 
imous in support of any definite principle, 
however high or noble or even self-evi- 
dent it may be. It will be enough that the 
party makes Mr. CLEVELAND its representa- 
tive and thus accepts the standard that his 
record and character establish, They 
could bardly do more than that, and with 
that we are confident that the people will 
show themselves satisfied. At any rate, 
the issue between Republicanism and 
Democracy will thus be fairly made up, 
and the verdict will be upon the merits of 
the case as the voters see it. 





SURFACE RAPID TRANSIT. 

What is called the ‘‘ Broadway syndi- 
cate” of street railroads is of importance 
and interest to every inhabitant of New- 
York. Ithas now been made evident that 
for a speedy relief to the gorged elevated 
system we must rely upon what the sur- 
face roads can do for us. It is certain that 
the road contemplated by the Rapid-Transit 
Commission ujfon the east side is a very 
remote reliance, and upon the west side 
it will be years before the plans of the 
commission can be executed. Meantime 
there is no rapid transit except what 
the elevated roads supply, and this is 
increasingly inadequate as the population 
increases. Moreover, there are large divis- 
ions of the city which are unsupplied with 
the means of any transit. There is now no 
means of public communication from the 
east to the west side by cross-town roads 
between Fifty-ninth Street and One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth, and the means of 
such communication from the Central Park 


to the river, on the west side, are grievously - 


inferior to the demand. 
The combination of which Mr. CRIMMINS 


is at the head has it in its power to relieve « 


the pressure upon the longitudinal lines and 
to supply transverselines. It is a pity that 
some surface road on the east side should 
not be brought into the combination. 
What is needed is that a passenger 
shall be carried for a single fare 
both up or down and across town, and 
the stimulus to travel that would 
be given by a complete system of 
transfers would more than repay the com- 
pany which undertook to furnish such a 
system. The Broadway syndicate promises 
to give us above Fifty-ninth Street a far 
more complete system of communication 
than we have had before, and to run its 
cars by means of electricity, or of cables 
operated by steam, at a much higher rate 
of speed than is pgacticable with car 
horses. 

The bill that passed the last Legislature 
promises not only to secure communica- 
tion across the Park through the trans- 
verse roads, but also, by prolonging the lines 
of these transverse roads, from the Park to 
the Riverside Drive. This alone will give 
avery great impetus to the development 
of the west side. These roads may con- 
tinue, for the present at least, to be oper- 
ated by horse power, while the main 
longitudinal lines will be operated by 
cables. Electric motive power is still a 
dream. That it is a distant dream 
we may be assured by the amount of 
money that has been sunk and is even now 
sinking in the construction of cable roads. 
If there were any near or certain. prospect 
of the production of a practicable electric 
motor we may be quite suro that the 
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shrewd men who control -the surface lines 
would not be making this enormous invest- 
ment, which the production of such a 
motor would render entirely useless. 
In fact the constructibn of the cable 
roads has been delayed for years after 
the advantages of cable power over horse 
power both in efficieney and economy 
have been fully demonstrated. Although 
cable cars on crowded streets come very 
far short of supplying really rapid transit, 
they come much nearer to it than horse 
cars, and they have the great advantage 
that trains-of several cars can be made 
up upon a@ cable road, as everybody has 
observed in Chicago. From Fifty-ninth 
Street northward the relief to the elevated 
will be very marked and immediate. Pas- 
sengers going any considerable distance to 
the westward of Ninth Avenue will pay 
additional fares for the saving of the walk 
they are now compelled to take, and for 
the advantage of leaving the car at any 
point they choose. It is true that the 
pressure upon the elevated roads begins, in 
any case, to diminish at this point, but, on 
the other hand, the pressure tends to in- 
crease with the increase of population, and 
it is likely that, with the new facilities to 
be afforded, it will not increase above 
¥ifty-ninth Street on the west side. Below 
Fifty-ninth Street the city may be assumed 
to have already as many inhabitants as it 
will hold. As much improvement in the 
speed and comfort of the surface roads be- 
low that point as) is promised above it 
will divert many thousands of passengers 
from the elevated roads, and do some- 
thing toward the relief so urgently needed. 
It is not very hazardous to assume that 
the diversion caused by these improve- 
ments, such as the substitution of cable 
power for horse power on the Broadway 
and Third Avefiue lines, will suffice 
to prevent any increase of the present 
pressure upon the elevated system. When 
the new facilities of the surface roads are 
completed, it is quite true that we shall not 
have acquired a satisfactory system of 
rapid transit nor be justified in ceasing to 
agitate for such a system; but we shall be 
very much better off than we are now. 








OUR SHIPS 1N BERING SEA. 

The instructions issued by Secretary 
Tracy to the Bering Sea fleet now pro- 
ceeding to its rendezvous in Alaska are 
emphatic and suggestive. They show that 
the policing of the prohibited waters will 
not only be carried out with the greatest 
vigor, but also under regulations of in- 
creased stringency against intruders. This 
is what might be expected from Secretary 
TRACY’s energetic methods, and it becomes 
possible under the new modus. Whether 
or not the term ‘‘ poaching” could have 
been properly applied a few years ago to 
pelagic sealing in the eastern half of 
Bering Sea, it is certainly applicable now. 
Great Britain and our own Government 
have combined to forbid this practice pend- 
ing the arbitration, so that the strictest 
penalties should be enforced against vio- 
lators of the law. 

We find that the Secretary has provided 
a still more effective patrol force than last 
year’s, which in its turn had been far in 
advance of the meagre naval resources of 
the Treasury Department. The fleet of 
Commander R. D. Evans will comprise 
four war ships and four revenue cutters. 
The Yorktown, one of our new steel cruis- 
ers, carrying six six-inch breech-loading 
rifles, is the best vessel yet employed in 
Bering Sea duty. The Mohican repeats 
this season her last year’s work there, 
while the Adams and the Ranger take the 
places of the Marion and the Alert. With 
the Yorktown substituted for the notori- 
ously slow Thetis, the force of war ships is 
more efficient than last year’s, while the 
Treasury vessels will comprise not only 
the Rush, the Bear, and the Corwin, but in 


addition the speedy Albatross of the Fish 


Commission Service. The revenue cutters 
carry three-inch breech-loading rifles or 
other modern guns. However, all are well 
enough armed for the poachers, who will 
not attempt to show fight, and the gain of 
main importance is in numbers and aver- 
age speed. Thus, while. Great Britain will 
again do her share of patrol duty with the 
Melpomene, the Nymphe, and the Daphne, 
our own forces are sufficient for the purpose 

In his orders to Commander Evans, Sec- 
retary TRACY, after saying that an entry 
must be made upon the registry of all ves- 
sels that are notified not to enter Bering 
Sea, adds that ‘‘any vessel found to be or 
to have been employed in sealing within 
the prohibited waters of Bering Sea, wheth- 
er with or without warning, and any vessel 
found therein, whether warned or not, 


‘having on board implements for taking 


seals, or sealskins, or bodies of seals, will 
‘be seized. The master of the seized vessel, 
her mate or boatswain, and such portion 
of her crew as can conveniently be carried 
within will be sent as prisoners with the 
vessel to suffer the penalty of the law.” 
Last year warning was invariably a pre- 
requisite to seizure. But then the chief 
part of the sealing fleet had left Victoria 
with no expectation of a modus vivendi, 
whereas this year the vessels that got 
away later did so with official notice that 
they risked exclusion from Bering Sea. 
But perhaps the chief consideration is that, 
since this year our Government instead 
of Great Britain is to make any com- 
pensation found due to the sealers for 
excluding them from Bering Sea, it pre- 
scribes its own rules as to seizures. Secre- 
tary TRACY may not be able to influence 
the tribunal of arbitration on the question 
of indemnity, but he can protect the seals, 
and this he proposes to do. The result of 
his stringent rules to seize vessels having 
the outfit of sealers, even without proof of 
their haying actually hunted the animals 
in the prohibited waters, will afford a de- 
gree of protection such as has never yet 
been secured. Nor is there any hardship 
in the assumption that if a sealing vessel 
is in Bering Sea it is there for br siness, and 
not to take the air or view the scenery. 
Thus, all the old devices of tossing over- 
board the bodies of freshly-taken seals or 
concealing the skins themselves are ren- 
dered useless. Besides, since the orders 
are directed against all poachers, it does not 
matter what flag they fly. The vessels of 
Commander Evans wiil exert themselves 
te give warning, as last year. sinco this 





would be expedient as well as fair; but no 
trick of skulking in order to slip unob- 
served into Bering Sea without the custom- 
ary warning at the passes, thus securing a 
catch until warned out, will avail. The 
practical result of this energetic policy will 
probably be that, no intrusion whatever 
will be attempted. The stringent measures 
taken by Secretary Tracy could be vindi- 
cated before any tribunal, while any dam- 
ages awarded against the United States 
would be more than offset by the increased 
value of the Pribilof seal herd which’ a 
strict execution of the modus will insure, 
A Victoria dispatch asserts that the British 
patrol will also have orders to seize all 
poachers, wliether previously notified or 
not. 











One of the few alterations in the rules 
for playing football made by the Ijiter- 
collegiate Association this week will no 
doubt be warmly approved by the specta 
tors of this robust’ sport, as well as, pre- 
sumably, by the competing teams. It is 
that hereafter, when a touch-down has been 
made and a try at the goal missed, the ball 


shall go back to the centre of the field and’ 


be given to the defenders of that goal. 
Under the rule prevailing hitherto it has 
only gone back to the twenty-five-yard line. 
As a consequence, the side which has just 
gained four points by the touch-down finds 
itself already well advanced again toward 
the threatened goal. This is too discourag- 
ing for the weaker team. Not intrequently 
a failure to kick a goal is -followed 
very quickly, if the ball soon changes 
sides, by another touch-down. In that case 
it seems an actual misfortune to the 
losing team that its opponents did not 
kick a goalin the former trial, even with 
the two additional points resulting. Inthe 
last Thanksgiving game between Yale and 
Princeton the score would probably have 
been much smaler against*the orange-and- 
black had the new rule been in vogue. If 
the Side that makes a touch-down tries for 
goal and does not make it; certainly it 
should not be thereby put in a better posi- 
tion than if it had kicked the goal. ‘The 
new rule will be likely to make scores low- 
er and contests more even. 














CLEVELAND THE ONE MAN.

HE ONLY CAN UNITE THE OPPOSITION 
TO THE REPUBLICANS. 


In the last four years few men have been 
more active in the. tariff-reform campaign than 
Representative William L. Wilson of West Vir- 
ginia. He has spoken in mostof the States of 
the Union and has kept himself in touch not 
only with public sentiment in Washington, but 
all éver the cofintry. In an interview the other 
day Mr. Wilson said that while he-had carefully’ 
avoided advocating any man for the Democratic 
Presidential nomination the conviction had 
been forced upon him that four out of every 
five Democrats desired the selection of Mr. 
Cleveland.

The immense and steadily increasing num- 
ber of voters at the North who stand somewhat 
detached from either party are zealously for 
Mr. Cleveland.

thing like this latterin our political history. 
His nomination gee us the combined strength 
of the cause and of the man.

Almost any other nomination car- 
ries with it only the reliable party strength, 
and more or less poignant disappointment of 
the pecess. 

“When managers have found themselves 

helpless to stay a popular movement what 
more natural than for them to callit a ‘craze’ 
and to cry out tliat it means disaster. We have 
not yet reached the point in the Democratic 
Party when the deliberate choice of ite masses 
can be called a ‘craze,’ however distasteful it 
may be to the politicians. 

“They have been trying for months to stamp 
out a fire that springs up under their feet when- 
ever they pause to take breath. I do not dispar- 
age party managers. No one whoruns for ollice 
ls apt todo that.. Itisaeomfortto have them 
‘aroundina campaign. But, on the other hand, 
I do not question their party loyalty, They 
will,in the main, fight as earnestly for Mr, 
Cleveland, if he is nominated, as for a man of 
their own choice, and when we add the hearty 
support of the great body of independents, able 
to decide the vote of States like New-York, 
Massachusetts, and others, and, above all, the 
delight and enthusiasm of the rank and file of 
the party at getting the man of their choice, [ 
am thoroughly convinced, in spite of Col. Wat- 
terson’s dark forebodings, that the nomination 
of Mr. Cleveland is the strongest we can make, 
and that it would call up a ground swell of pop- 
ular approval uo one else could hope for.” 





Cotton Acreage Not Grea'ly Reduced. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 13.—Reports from 
different parts of the cotton belt indicating a 
reduction of 15, 20, or 25 per cent. in the cot 
ton acreage as compared with last season 
should be taken with considerable allowance for 
the wish which fathers the thought. 

Tue TIMEs’s correspondent bas talked with 
planters from the bottoms of Arkansas, Mis- 
sissippi, and Louisiana, and they repert that 
there will be no decrease of cotton avreage in 
their sections, except such as may be caused by 
overflow. The plant is backward and siok- 
ly and the stand defective in many places. 
So far the damage by water is due to tho 
heavy rains rather than the flood in the Mis- 
sissippi, though there is a considerable scopo of 
unleveed country in Eastern Kans: 8 which has 
been under water for two weeks. 

It would seem fromthe present outlook that 
the cotton product of the Memphis district will 
be less than thatof last year, but not from vol- 
untary reduction of the acreage,

DR. HANLON’S CRITIOISM OF THE 
METHODIST CHUROH. 


A RESOLUTION ABOUT LABOR INTRO- 
DUCED AT THE OMAHA CONFERENCE 
—-DR. BUCKLEY LOSES HIS SEAT— 
WOMEN AS DELEGATES. 


OMAHA, Neb., May 13.—Bishop Goodsell oc- 
eupied the presiding officer’s chair at the 
Methodist Conference to-day. The Rey. T. 
Harroun of the Wyoming Conference led the 
devotional exercises. 

Gossip was floating about the conference hall 
that the laymen would defeat the effort te 
elect more Bishops. Mr. Shilkle of Kentucky 
was authority for the statement that the lay- 
men would vote 3 tol against the election of 
more Bishops. 

Notwithstanding the continued rainy weather, 
the galleries filled up early with visitors and 
spectators. The delegate from Italy, Louis 
Mandate, arrived and was given a seat in the 
conference. Dr. Buckley had been occupying 
the seat assigned to the Italian delegate. The 
seat is near the front. Dr. Buckley had to give 
itup. Hisown delegation is seated in the rear 
of the house, and one of the New- York delegates 
created a laugh by inviting Dr. Buckley toa 
seat with his delegation. 

Bishop Newman arose to state a question of 
privilege. He requested the conference to hear 
a report from William Deering of Chicago with 
regard to the work of the committee in meeting 
the Presbyterian delegates on the way to 
Oregon. Mr. Deering, who, by the way, is the 
wealthiest man in the house, reported that the 


committee had met the train of Presbyterian. 


delegates and had invited them to visit the con- 
ference, but they gould not accept the invita- 
tion because they had to pass on to Portland in 
order to reach that city in proper time. Tho 
Presbyterians were addressed in brief by Bishop 
Newman and responded, engine they wished the 
conference godspeed. Mr. Deering’s report was 
received with marked attention. 

The Rev. Dr. Thomas Hanlon of Pennington 
Seminary caused the first sensation of the day 
by introducing s reeelution declaring that the 

ethodist Episcopal Church should come out 
oat upon the great struggle between capi- 
tal and labor being waged in this country. Yio 
declared in his remarks thatthe Church had not 
shown sufficient sympathy for the toiling 
a ay a 

: 6 laboring elasses are drifting away from 
the Church,” said Dr. Hanlon. “ Our Chuvah is 
made up of women to a large extent. The men 
are drifting away from it. We must take a 
stand on this great question affecting capital 
and labor. The Chureh has been too much in- 
clined to lean toward the interests of the capi- 
talists.” 

Dr. Hanlon was vigorously applauded from 
the gallery. His resolution was referred to the 
Committee on State of the Church. 

A delegate from the Indiana Conference in- 
troduced a resolution to change the rules so as 
to admit women as lay delegates in the General 
Conference and to instruct the annual confer- 
ence that either men or women may be elected 
as delegates. It was referred to the Committee 
on Lay Delegation. 

A resolution was offered touching the richt of 
the Bishops to vote in elections held by the 
Book Committee. The question has been under 
dispute for years. The resolution asked the 
Committee on Judiciary to decide one way o1 
another. A lively fight ensued over the matter 
of referring the resolution to the Committee on 
Judiciary. Some of the .prominent delezater 
wanted it to go to the Committee on Reversals. 
It went to the Committee on Judiciary. 

The order of the day—memortal services—was 
then éalled. Bishop Bowman took the chair. 
A fine large portrait of the late Dr. B. St. James 
Fry, formerly editor of the Central Christian Ad- 
vocale of St. Louis, was brought forward and 
placed on the rostrum. A Scripture lesson was 
read by the Kev. Dr. John Lanahan. 

The list of the honored dead mentioned on the 
peseremme contained the following names: 

ohn M. Phillips, the Rey. Dr. J. A. Bayliss, Gen. 
Clinton B. Fisk, the Rev. Dr. J. M. Trimble, the 
Rev. Dr. Fry, the Rev. Christian Blynn, the 
Rev. Dr. George 8. Hare, the Rev. Dr. M. M. 
Bovard, the Rev. Dr. M. Olin, and the Rev. Dr. 
James8. Smart. 

The hymn beginning “Servant of God, well 
done,” was sung immediately after the Soript- 
ure reading by Dr. Lanahan. Dr. A. S. Hunt, 
Secretary of the American Bible Society, then 
offered prayer. 

The memoir of Dr. John M. Phillips was read 
by the Rev, Dr. 8 H. Hunt, agent of the Meth- 
odist Book Concern. Dr. Phillips was the assist- 
antof Dr. Hunt in the New-York Book Concern. 
As a layman he rose to great prominence in the 
Church on account of his superior business 

ualifications and integrity. He handled over 
$10,000,000 of money for the Church and not a 
penny of the amount, Dr. Hunt said, was ever 
used for a questionable or selfish purpose. 

The memoir of the Rev. Dr. Bayliss was pre- 
sented by the Rev. Dr. A. B. Leonard of Onto. 
Dr. Bayliss was bornin England, but came to 
America at a very early age. He took a deep 
interest in the rebellion and denounced African 
slavery with greatearnestness. The power and 
success of his work in the ministry were elo- 
quently set forth in the address by Dr. Leonard. 
Dr. Bayliss, said Dr, Leonard, died at Bay View 
in August, 1889, and the Church realized in his 
death a great loss. 

The conference sang ‘‘There’s a land that is 
fairer than day,’’ and then the memoir of Clin- 
ton B. Fisk was read by Dr. J. M. Buckley of 
New-York. The speaker declared that Mr. Fisk’s 
sun went down while it was yet day. He died 
in July, 1890, at the age of sixty-two. He was 
a delegate in the last General Conference, and 
was one of the greatest and most beloved work- 
ers in the Church. Dr. Buokley’s paper was 
comprehensive, eloquent, and very effective. 
It reviewed the whole career of Mr. Fisk, his 
=— life, his army record, his work forthe 

church, the temperaiice cause, and his success 
as an educator. 

The memoir of the Rev. Dr. Trimble was read 
by the Rev. Dr. David H. Moore. The great 
success of Dr. Trimble’s preaching and his won- 
derful popularity were set forth in glowing lan- 
guage, 

The memoir of Dr. Fry was read by the Kev. 
Dr. Arthur Edwards, who set forth the excel- 
lent qualities of the late preacher and editor in 
feeling and effective language. 

The hour of adjournment having arrived, the 
remainder of the memoirs were postponed until 
Monday at 11 o’olock.

HOW. SENATOR DANIEL FITTED A CAP 
TO HIS HEAD—HE SURMISES THAT 
HIS EXPLANATION TO THE S8EN- 
ATOR WAS NOT PRINTED IN FULL. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 13.— Congressman 
George Fred Williams of Massachusetts, who is 
here during the bridge celebration as a guest of 
the city, was questioned by Tue Trmes’s corre- 
Bpondent to-day regarding the issue that has 
come up between Senator Daniel of Virginia 
ani himself in connection with his recent 
speech at Rich mond. 

“I can’t state exactly how the matter 
Btands,” said Mr. Williams, “ for I did not know 
of any misunderstanding between myself and 
Senator Daniel until yesterday, when I received 
& telegram from my private secretary at Wash- 
Ington informing me that a letter of mine to 
the Senator was published in part in the Post, 
together with editorial comment. 

“On the 5th inst., at the request of the Hon. 
George D. Wise, I went to Richmond and ad- 
dressed a meeting which had been called in the 
interest of Mr. Cleveland's candidacy. 

“in the course of my remarks I said that 
there were from 100,000 to 300,000 men in this 
country who imagined that when the people 
voted for their candidate for President they 


were voting for them, and when their man was 
elected they considered themselves elected and 
Vested with executive powers. 

“Their idea was that they thus acquired a 
right to control the offices in their own States 
and to dictate to the President whom he should 
Bppoint to office. [I went on to say that this 
class of men found out before Mr. Cleveland 
hed been President very long that he was de- 
termined to use his own judgment in making 
appointments. 

‘** They failed to shake his resolution in this 
respect, and the consequence was that they be- 
came his political enemies. I added that I 
would venture the assertion that if any Senator 
or other public manof prominence was known 
by my audience to be opposed to Mr. Cleve- 
land, they would find that be had tried 1n vain 
to control some dearly-coveted appointment 
during Mr. Cleveland’s term. 

“The crowd roared at this, and I saw they 
bad spontaneously applied my remark to some- 
body thatthey knew. So I added: ‘I guess 
I've touched some one. I had no intention of 
being personal.’

CoLuMBUS, Ohio, May 13.—It has been known 
for some time that the Foraker Republicans 
who have been identified with what is known 
as the Republicdn League have been secretly at 
work and hope to defeat the Hon. 8. W. Taylor, 
the party’s candidate for Secretary of State. 

In the Senatorial contest Taylor was an influ-

Among those present were Representative

Senator McKinley and Representative James 
and W. Z. McDonald of this city were also pres- 
ent at the gathering yesterday in Cleveland, 

The entire combination arrived here on the 
Cleveland train, immediately separated, and 
met seemingly by chance at a later hour, the 
number being increased by thc local contingent.

DROWNED IN A COAL MINE 


FLOODED BY THE BURSTING OF 
A WATERSPOUT. 


GREAT LOSS OF LIFE IN A HUNGARIAN 
COLLIERY—MEN UNABLE TO ESCAPE 
FROM THE SUDDEN INPOURING OF 
THE WATERS. 


PestH, May 13.—A huge waterspout burst to- 
day in the neighborhood of the collieries situa- 
ted in the City of Fuenfkirchen, the capital of 
the County of Baranya, The water inundated 
the surrounding country and poured into the 
mines, flooding them in a very short time, and 
causing a terrible loss of life. 

The water poured into the mines so quickly 
that the men at work in the lower levels re- 
ceived no warning oftheir danger. Before they 
had a chance to escape they were struggling in 
the torrent, and inashort time the men per 
ished miserably. 

Itis known that twenty-two men are dead in 
one pit alone, and that many more have lost 
their lives in the other pits. Owing to the 
great excitement which prevails in the place, it 
is impossible at present to obtain an exact list 
of all the dead, but it will doubtless reach start- 
ling proportions. 

The water did not reach to the upper levels, 
and the miners working in these portions of the 
mines made their way to the surface. 

As the news of the oatastrophe spread 
throughout the city, great crowds hastened to 
the scene, and the entrance to each pit was soon 
surrounded by an excited mass of men, women, 
and children. The grief of the stricken people 
became more intense as some of the bodies of 
the drowned mén were hoisted to the surface. 

The work of rescue is being steadily carried 
on, and every effort is being made to pump the 
water out of the flooded levels. 


AMERICAN AID TO RUSSIA. 
THE RELIEF STEAMER CONEMAUGH 
WELCOMED AT RIGA. 


RGA, Russia, May 13.—The American steamer * 
Conemangh, Capt. Spencer, loaded with flour, 
grain, and provisions sent from Philadelphia for 
the benefit of the starving Russian peasants, ar- 
rived in the Rigo roadstead at midnight last 
night. At 5 o’clock this morning the work of 
discharging the vessel commenced and is being 
pushed as rapidly as possible. 

A flotilla of nineteen steamers welcomed the 
Conemaugh. On the Government steamer were 
the Governor, the Vice Governor, Count Bo- 
brinsky, Consul General Crawford, and Consul 
Barnholdt. This evening Capt.’Spencer and the 
officers Sf the Conemaugh were entertained at a 
banquet. 

This afternoon the municipal authorities and 
the chief residents of Riga proceeded in steam- 
ere to the roadstead, where most hearty greet- 
ings were extended to those on board the Cone- 
maugh. 


CLAIMANT FOR .A PEERAGE. 


HENRY DE VERE VANE WARTS TO BE 


BARON BARNARD. 


LONDON, May 13.—When the fourth Duke of 
Cleveland died, in 1891, the only one of his 
titles that did not become extinct was that of 
Baron of Barnard. 

Under the will of the Duke, the Raby estates, 
the Castle of Raby, and Cleveland House, in St. 
James's Square, were leftin trust for the use 
and emolument of any person who, within a pe- 
riod of five years from the Duke's death, estab- 
lishes his title to or obtains thé re-creation of 
the Barony of Barnard. 

Henry de Vere Vane of Eaton Place, Hanover 
Square, a cousin of the late Duke, has’ formally 
presented a petition to the Queen, praying her 
Majesty “that the peerage, title, dignity, and 
honor of Baron Barnard of Barnard Castle may, 
on sufficient proof of the petitioner's right and 
descent being made, be graciously declared by 
her Majesty to belong of right to the petitioner, 
and that the petitioner may be summoned to 
Parliament according to law in right of the said 
peerage.”’ 

The petition was referred to the House of 
Lords, together with the report of the Attorney 
General in the matter.

GERMAN OURE FOR HYSTERIA. 


A DOCTOR IMPRISONED FOR BOXING A 
WOMAN’S EARS. 


BERLIN, May 13.—A trial that has created in- 
tense interest in medical circles has just been 
concluded at Cassel, capital of Tlesse-Nassau. 
Dr. Weiderhold, Director of the Hospital for 
Nervous Diseases at that place, was charged 
with maltreating a patient, the wife of Consul 
General Zachmenn. 

The doctor admitted that he had boxed Mrs. 
Zachmann’s ears, beat her with a stick, and 
whipped her beeanse she screamed and moaned 
as though she was suffering g*eat pain. She 
Was suffering from hysteria, and her pains, the 
doctor said, were entirely imaginary. The pun- 
ishment he inflicted upon her, he contended, 
was the best treatment for hysteria, and every- 
thing he had done was for her benefit. 
Much-evidence was given for and against this 
course of treatment for a nervous disease, but 
the court decided that the accused was guilty 
of maltreatment and sentenced him to three 
months’ imprisonment. 


NO ILLITERATE VOTERS. 


REPEALING THE PERMISSORY CLAUSE 
OF THE ENGLISH BALLOT ACT. 


LONDON, May 13.—In the House of Commons 
this evening Mr. R. G. Webster, (Conservative,) 
member for 8t. Pancras, moved the repeal of 
the clause of the Ballot act permitting illiterate 
voting. He referred to “the host of 
iHiterates in Ireland as compared with 
England and Scotland,” and said that where 
the greatest illiteracy prevailed Home Rulers 
were the most numerous, and the local person- 
ating agents either priests or National Leaguers. 

Mr. MacNeill and Thomas Sexton (National- 
ists) denounced the motion as aiming to. dia- 
franchise a section of the Irish and attacking 
popular rights. 

Mr. Balfour denied thatit was a disfranchis- 
ing motion. He admitted that the illiterate 
might be equally qualified with the literate to 
decide public questions, but such a class of per- 
sons was becoming rare since the Education act 
had been passed. 

The motion was carried by a vote of 117 to 51. 


JEWISH RIFLES IN GERMANY. 


THE MAKERS PROSECUTE THE AUTHOR 
OF THE CHARGES AGAINST THEM. 


BERLIN, May 13.—The head of the firm of 
Loewe & Co., which, it was charged by Rector 
Ablwardt, had furnished defective rifles to the 
army, and Col. Kuehn, manager of the factory 
where the arms were made, began the prosecu- 
tion of Herr Ahiwardt to-day. 

The Liberal newspapers eaxy they trust the 
action will dispose of the charges against Loewe 
& Co. and allay the excitement, which, it is 
feared, will otherwise lead to an anti-Jewish 
movement. 

A great impression has been created by the 
resignation of an officer named Forster, who 
was attached to the army reserve, who declared 
that he would sooner resign than lead into 
action soldiers armed with rifles made by Jews.

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THE NAVY MUST BE BUILT 


NO CESSATION OF THE WORK 
APPROVED BY THE SENATE, 


DEMOCRATS AND REPUBLICANS BOTH 
FROWN ON PARSIMONY—MR. GOR- 
MAN’S APPEAL—WHAT THE SENATORS 
WILL ADD TO THE NAVAL BILL. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—From the tenor of the 
speeches made to-day in the Senate on the 
Naval Appropriation bill, it seems clear that 
the Republieans will stand by the amendment 
to the bill offered by the Senate Committee on 
Appropriations, and that they will be supported 
by Mr. Gornian, (Dem., Md.,) Mr. Gray, (Dem., 
Del.,) anda number of other Democrats who 
believe that the work of building the navy 
should proceed until the United States is the 
possessor of a naval establishment of which it 
may be proud. 

The amendment of the Senate Committee pro- 
vides, in addition to the armored cruiser called 


for by the House bill, for a seagoing coast-line 
battle ship of about 9,000 tons and to cost not 
exceeding $4,000,000; one harbor - defense 
double-turret ship of the monitor type, of about 
7,500 tons, and to cost not exceeding $3,000,000; 
four light-draught gunboats of from 800 to 1,200 
tone displacement, and to cost not exceeding 
$450,000 each, and six torpedo boats at a cost 
not exceeding $110,000 each. 

Senator McPherson (Dem., N. J.,) believes 
that the orying need of the country is a number 
of harbor-defense ships of the monitor type, and 
he offered to-day an amendment calling for 
three of these instead of one, and cutting off the 
battle ship. He supported his views in a long 
speech, claiming, among other things, that his 
amendmont was in the line of economy. 

Mr. Gorman, quite late inthe day, toek the 
floor and madea strong argument in behalf of 
the committee amendment and against that of 
Mr. McPherson. Every Senator present listened 
to him intently, and it was the general impres- 
sion when he closed that the movement to in- 
crease the navy had received a decided impetus. 

Mr. Gorman took the ground that the best in- 
terests of the country demanded that the work 
of rebuilding the navy should not cease now. 
He pointed out the advantage which had ac- 
crued to this country through the éstablishment 
of great ateel shipbuilding plants. The United 
States could now, he declared, compete success- 
fully with the whole world in shipbuilding. It 
would be folly at this timeto refuse further 
appropriations and cause a cessation of the 
work which was being so successfully done and 
which held forth so many bright promises for 
this country. 

He knew, he said, that the financial problem 
which confronted the country was a serious 
one; the expenditures of the Government 
would undoubtedly exceed the revenues by 
$25,000,000 or $30,000,000; the appropriations 
this year would exceed $500,000,000. Heknew 
of no way in which this large expenditure could 
be reduced. The laws on the statute books 
made it absolutely necessary, if the great works 
of the Government were not to be stopped and 
the steel industries of the country paralyzed. 
For one, he would not now, or at any time, until 
the country was provided with a navy suitable 
to its needs, let the cry of economy prevent him 
from voting for proper appropriations for com- 
pleting the work now so well under way. 

Mr. McPherson intimated, in a short speech, 
that the Senator from Maryland wight find 
economy and practicability in the amendment 
he had offered, and criticised his utterances 
somewhat. 

This brought Mr. Gorman to his feet again, 
and for fifteen minutes he entertained the Sen 
ate with his views of the situation from the 
Democratic standpoint. There was no power 
on earth, he declared, that could enable the 
Democratic Party, inits present condition, to 
reduce the expenses of the Government. It 
controlled only the House of Representatives; 
the Republicans controlled the Senate and the 
Executive  olfice, Not until the Demo- 
crats came into absolute power could they 
hope to right existing abuses. There 
was an issue at stake. The people 
knew it. It was first incorporated in 
the National Democratic platform of 1888, and 
had been'in Democratic platforms since then. 
It would remain there until the victory was 
won. The Democratic Party could not be held 
responsibie for the acts of the Government 
until then. Its duty now was not to oppose the 
plan of rehabilitating the navy. 

Mr. Mills (Dem., Texas,) spoke in favor of 
cutting off all appropriations for new ships, on 
the ground that the country was bankrupt. 

The bill will be the order of business next 
Monday, when the Senate meets again. 


THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 
The Senate Committee on Commerce excited 
surprise.to-day by reporting favorably, with 


amendments, the River and Harbor bill, which 
was referred to it only a few days ago. 

The committee has increased the amount 
called for by the measure by $123,143, making 
the total nearly $22,500,000. A number of ap- 

ropriations which the House inserted have 
yeen stricken out. New-York is interested in 
several of these. The House appropriation 
of $250,000 for the Harlem River has 
been reduced to $175,000, and the amount 
allowed for the improvement of the 
Hudson River, between New-York and Cox- 
sackie, is cut down to $200,000; the House 
granted $250,000 for this purpose. The ap- 
propriation for Buffalo Harbor is reduced from 
$300,000 to $225,000. The sum of $9,460 is 
added for a canal at Jamaica Bay to run from 
the entrance to Bass Channel to the foot of 
Bayswater Avenue. 

Mr. Cameron (Rep., Penn.,) will introducs an 
amendment tothe bill next week providing for 
the appropriation of $25,000 to be used in the 
survey for a ship canal to connect the Delaware 
River, at a, point near Trenton, with Raritan 
Bay. The canalis to havea twenty-foot chan- 
nel. It is advocated by the Boards of Trade of 
New-York, Philadelphia, Camden, and other 
cities. 

Mr. Frye, (Rep., Me.,) Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Commerce, gave notice to-day 
that he would call up the River and Harbor bill 
next Tuesday. 

AFTER THE PRINTING OFFICE, 

A call upon the Public Printer for the reasons 

for the many removals from office in the Gov- 


ernment Printing Office is made in a series of 
resolutions offered in the House to-day by Rep- 
resentative Sherman Hoar, (Dem., Mass.) 

The resolutions call upon Mr. Palmer to state 
how many men were perenes in each division 
of bia office when he took charge in 1889; how 
many are now employed there; how many 
changes have been made in each division, and 
the reasons therefor, and how many Union so! 
diers and widows and children of Union soldiers 
have been dismissed during his term of office. 

Mr. Hoar rather expects that the number of 
changes will appear a great deal larger than the 
good of the service required, and he is pre 
pared, if there is any opposition to the resolu- 
tion, to state some other striking facts. He will 
be able, among other things, to — the criti 
cism of his Republican uncle, Senator Hoar, 
who declared on July 25, 1890, fourteen 
months after Gen. Palmer took charge of the 
printing office, that “ there have been more mis- 
prints and errors in the matter which comes to 
us fxom the printing office within the last year 
than have occurred before in the same period of 
time.”’ 

Another striking fact which Representative 
Hoar will be able to cite is the teatimony of Mr. 
Childs, the Chief Clerk of the Census Office, who 
testified before the Senate Committee on Print- 
ing that the Census Office was doing printing 
25 per cent. cheaper and 100 per cent. better 
than work of a similar character done in the 
Government Printing Office. 

The preamble to the resolutions recites the 
fact that both the majority and thé minority of 
the Committee on Printing stated in their re 

sorts that political influences should not enter 
{nto the appointment of men in the printing 
otice. Mr. Hoar, who is an ardent civil service 
reformer, desires to know whether this princi- 
ple has been adhered to by Gen. Palmer, and if 
not, why not! He has been gathering informa- 
tion on the subject, and, while he does not pre- 
tendto prejudge Gen. Palmer's reply to the 
resolutions, he believes he has material to justify 
fully the adoption of the resolutions by the 
House. 

They were referred to-day tothe Committee 
on Rules, but Mr. Hoar expects a prompt report 
and will call them up at the first opportunity. 
The members of the committee are familiar with 
the issue involved, for they have before them a 
resolution for a general investigation of affairs 
under Gen. Palmer, which. has been submitted 
by Mr. E. W. Oyster, an expert printer, who 
was discharged from the Government Printing 
Ottce in 1884 for supporting Cleveland.

HOW IT IS TO BE DISPOSED OF 
BY HIS WILL. 


PROVISIONS TO PREVENT THE DISSIPA- 
TION OF THE PROPERTY—NO LEGACY 
FOR MRS. DRAYTON—HENRY ASTOR 
DISINHERITED. 


Philip Kissam, one of the executors and 
trustees named in the will of William Astor, 
teok that document yesterday to the Probate 
Clerk in the Surrogate’s office and formally 
offered it for probate. Mr. Kissam did nothing 
beyond complying with this formality. He did 
noteven request that citations be issued. This 
application will probably be made by Monday. 
It 1s believed at the office of Mr. Astor’s attor- 
eye that ali the proceedings to follow will be 
purely a matter of form so far as the Surrogate 
ls concerned, and that no one will oppose the 
probate of the will. 

Tho will covers sixty-six pages of oclosely- 
written manusoript. It was evidently the in- 
tention of Henry Day, who drew the will for Mr. 
Astor, to leave no loophole by which any of the 
Astor property might be dissipated, and tomake 
every possible provision for a distribution of the 
earnings of the estate and for continuing the 
bulk of the estate in a single male successor. 

John Jacob Astor becomes possessed of the 
fortune that came to his father from William B. 
Astor and of a very considerable fortune be- 
sides, representing the greater part of the ac- 
cumulations of the original fortune by income 
and earninga. The disposition of William Astor 
to keep as large a portion of the prqperty as 
possible in bulk appears in frequent provisions 
that in case of failure to oarry ont the be- 
quests the money set apart shall revert to the 
residuary estate of which John Jacob Astor is 
to be the owner. The will was summarized in 
yesterday’s TIMES. 

There are one or two suggestions of public be- 
quests in the will apart from the specific sums 
given to various institutions, a list of which was 
published yesterday. The will provides that in 
case John Jacob Astor may die, no issue surviv- 
ing him, all of the pictures remaining in the 
Fifth Avenue house after Mrs. Astor’s death, 
except the portraits of Mr. Astor’s grandfa- 
thers, Astor and Armstrong, ehall go to the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. 

The Trustees of the Astor Library are to con- 
test whatever amount of money from the estate 
may be claimed by Henry Astor or any one rep- 
resenting him. 

The original will was drawn Jan. 12, 1882. 
It provided foreach of the daughters a trust 
fund of $600,000 from the testator’s individual 
estate. Mrs. Van Alen had then died, leaving 
three children, who were to receive her share. 
The other trusts of $600,000 were to be created 
for Helen, now the wife of Mr. Roosevelt, and 
for Chariotte Augusta, the wife of J. Coleman 
Drayton. A special trust of $1,000,000 was to 
be created for Caroline, now Mrs. Wilson. 

The trust that was to be created for Mra. 
Drayton was disposed of in the sixth and last 
codicil to the will, which bears date Nov. 12, 
1891. This codicil revokes the article of the 
original will making provision for Mrs. Drayton, 
and proceeds as follows: 


“I hereby devise and bequeath to the said execu. | 


tors acting a6 trustees a share of m 
&nd personal, valued by them at $8 
to be setapart from my individual estate not spe- 
cifically disposed of in thie will, and to be appraised 
by the executors, whose angemess shall be final. [ 
direct my said executors to divide the same into four 
equal shares, and to hold each share in trust for the 
purposes and in the manner following: 

“I direct them to hold ope such share as a separate 
trust estate for the use of each of the four children 
of my daughter, Charlotte Augusta Drayton, now 
living, named as follows: Caroline Astor Drayton, 
Heury Coleman Drayton, William Astor Drayton, 
and Alida Livingston Drayton, to recetve rents, issues, 
and profits of the same, and to pay over the net in- 
come thereof to the use of the child for whose use 
such share is held during his or her natural life. 

“I direct said trustees to = 4 for the maintenance 
of each of said children during his or her minority 
such proportion of said income from the share held 
for his or her use as they may think proper, and to 
accumulate the remainder and to pay over the said 
accumulation to said chiid when he or she shall ar- 
vive at the age of twenty-one yoars.”’ 

The will provides that upon the death of any 
of the beneliciaries of this codicil thé money 
shall be applied to the issue of the person thus 
dying, and, in case of no issue, it may be divided 
among the surviving children. In case of no 
surviving children, it shall go to the other 
daughters or their children, or be returned to 
the residuary estate. Then the codicil proceeds: 

“The foregoing provision for the children of my 
daughter Charlotte Augusta Drayton I direct shall 
take the place of the sixth article of my said will. I 
have made other and ample provision for my daugh- 
ter besides those in said sixth article pbamed. 

The sum of $850,000 mentioned in this codicil 
of last November includes $250,000 which 
had been addéd to the original $600,000 in trust 
tor Mrs. Drayton, the addition having been 
authorized by a codicil dated June 6, 1888. 

The will and its codicils reflect somewhat the 
unpleasant relations of Mr. Astor's life. When 
the original will was drawn the brother Henry 
had ceased to be recognized by the family, and 
this clause regarding him was included in the 
will: 

“Itis my will and intention that neither my broth- 
er, Henry Astor, nor his issue shall, as heirs at law 
or next of kin, receive any portion of my estate; and 
any such portion to which he or a in any 
contingency be entitled I give to the Trustees of the 
Astor Library for the corporate purposes of said in- 
stitution.”’ 

The original will names Henry Day, William 
W. Astor, Philip Kissam, and John Jacob Astor 
as executors and trustees. William Astor seems 
to have changed his mined about continuing his 
nephew, William Waldorf, as an executor and 
trustee after the expericnce with the Newport 
Post Office a year or two ago, and under date of 
June 27, 1890, be added a codicil to the will, in 
which this ocourred: 

“TI hereby revoke the appointment of William W. 
Astor as ore of the executors and trustees of my said 
will Lappoint William Cruikshank as an executor 
of wy last will and testament and as one ofthe trust- 
ees therein to my will named.’’ 

There were six codicils altogether to the will. 
The first, drawn Nov. 2; 1882, gave to his son, 
John Jacob Astor, a life interest in the Astor 
er f at Rhinebeck. The second, dated Des. 

3, 1884, reduced the trust fund for the benefit 
of Caroline Astor from $1,000,000 to $600,000, 
Mr. Astor having given to his daughter in trust 
upon her marriage $400,000. The third codicil, 
dated March 15, 1886, gave to the aaughters in 
trust the residences which they occupy in Fifth 
Avenue.

Irving, a nephew of Mrs. Astor, $25,000, 

One article of the will authorizes the trustees 
to invest proceeds or income from the individ- 
ual estate in various kinds of securities, naming 
the securities of the United States, New- 
York, Pennsylvania, New-Jersey, Massachu- 
setts, and Ohio. It authorizes them also to in- 
vest in firet mortgage railroad bonds and in the 
bonds of various cities of thie country, all of 
the trustees consenting to these investments. 
It provides that the trustees sail not be re 
sponsible for waste or loss or depreciation of 
securities in which such investments may be 
made, or for the acts or omissions of each other. 
In any casein which it may be necessary to 
make advances for the protection of securities 
they are authorized todo so from the oapital 
fund and to draw upon that fund in all cases in 
which it may be advisable to pay premiums for 
securities they wish to purchase. 

The witnesses to the will are Daniel Lord and 
George Waddingham of this city and Frederio 
W. Adee of Westchester, Westchester County. 
Some of the children being minors when the 
will was drawn, the testator named his wife, his 
brother, John Jacob,and Henry Day as their

Upon the plea thatit was not Mr. Astor's in- 
tention to disclose the nature of the provision 
which he made for Mrs. Drayton in lieu of the 
trust fund of $850,000 transferred to the benefit 
of her children, Mr. Day would not speak of this 
matter yesterday. It bas been understood by 
Mre. Drayton’s friends that she had a private 
fortune of $600,000, and that such additions ag 
she might need to the income from this amount 
would besupplied by her mother and brother. 
The brother's fortune is also counted upon as a 
general source of revenue for Mrs. Astor as well, 
whenever she may return to society. 

J. Coleman Drayton is not understood to be 
contemp!ating any move for the custody of his 
children.

It is thought the trust 
fund of $850,000 create& for them will not be 
disturbed, but will remain in the care of the 
trustees until the children, on reaching the age 
of twenty-one yoars, shall be entitled to full 
possession of it.

IRVING J. ALLEN IN TROUBLE. 


CHARGED WITH DEFRAUDING THE R. 
E. DIETZ COMPANY. 


Irving J. Allen, since 1887 the private book- 
keeper and confidential clerk of the R. E. Dietz 
Company, 60 Laight Street, was arrested Thurs- 
day afternoon on two warrants, at the instance 
of hisemployers. The charges against him are 
embezzlement and the conversion of personal 
property. Bail in the two cases, amounting to 
$6,000, was not obtained, and Allen was lodged 
in Ludlow Street Jail. 

Last March, when Allen left the Dietz Com- 
pany, according to Mr. Dietz, he concealed or 
took with him nearly the entire set of books he 
had kept, showing the transactions of Mr. Diet 


from Feb. 1, 1887, to June 27,1891. The miss- 
ing books-are the vash book, ledger, journal, 
bank pass book, and twenty-five issuing checks. 
This loss, Mr. Dietz avers, has occasioned him 
much inconvenience, and has injured his busi- 
ness to the extent of $5,000. . 

Mr. Dietz and his former confidential clerk 
parted on good terms. But later, when the ab- 
sence of the booke was discoveréd, Mr. Dietz 
called on Mr. Allen and asked about them. He 
says that on the ong 5 occasions when he thus 
sought to recover his own Allen returned 
evasive answers or stated that the books were 
in pieces where Mr. Dietz subsequently was un- 
able to find them. 

Finally, last Saturday Mr. Dietz and Allen 
had their last interview. Allen's replies were 
80 unsatisfactory that Mr. Dietz employed an 
expert accountant to examine the books that 
were left. These included a check book. 

This accountant found, it is said, a check 
signed by Mr. Dietz on Oct. 14, 1891, for $2.45 
to pay a bill with the firm of J. D & G CG 
Lincoln. Onthe corresponding stub, in Allen’s 
writing, the check was made for $2,250. In- 

uiry at the office of J.D. & C. C. Lincoln 
showed that the dill was paidincash. By fur- 
ther search, Mr. Dietz asserts, it was found that 
Allen took the check raised from $2.45 to 
$2,250 to the National Park Bank, on which it 
was drawn, obtained a certificate of deposit for 
it, and placed the certificate to his own credit at 
the Chatham Bank, with which he had a private 
account. 

A second discovery set forth in the com- 
plaint ie that a check of Deo, 24, 1889, was 
drawn for $100, The stub entry was raised to 
$200. Inthe footing the check was placed at 
$200. But the canceled check returned from 
the bank was for but $100. 

These, it ie said, are but samples of many al- 
terations, incorrect footings, and changed ftig- 
urea throughout the book. 

In the light of these discoveries Mr. Dietz con- 
cluded to accept no more evasive replies from 
Allen, but caused his arrest on the two charges. 
Mr. Dietz’s lewyer is Frederico A. Ward. Yes- 
terday he said he could not give an estimate of 
the amount of embezzlement. Allen declined 
to make any statement whatever. 

Atthe present Allen holds the position of 
Treasurer of the New-York Endowment Com- 
pany, occupying an office at 155 Broadway. He 
is twenty-seven years old and married. The 
officers of the company yesterday seomed great- 
ly surprised to learn of his arrest. They were 
positive that he had in no -way tampered with 
their funds.

SCHUYLER STATUE CASE.

ARGUMENT ON APPEAL HEARD IN THE 
SUPREME COURT YESTERDAY, 


The case of Philip Schuyler against Ernest 
Curtis and Alice Donlevy, who represent the 
Woman's Memorial Fund Association, to pre- 
vent them from raising subscriptions for the 
purpose of placing a life-size statue of the late 
Mrs. George L. Schuyler, to be designated as 
“The Typical Philanthropist,” on public exhibi- 
tion at the World’s Fair at Chicago as a com- 
panion piece to a bust of Susan B. Anthony, 
came upon appeal yesterday in General Term, 
Supreme Court, before Judges Van Brunt and 
Barrett. Judge O’Brien, who had granted the 
original injunction against the defendants, did 
not sit in the cage. 

The argument of the appellants, who were 
represented by Walter 8. Logan, was to the 
effect that the plaintiff, Philip Schuyler, had no 
standing in court to prevent the making of the 
statue of Mra. Schuyler, his aunt, and that, 
whatever the motives of the Woman’s Memorial 
Fund Association were, it could not be pre- 
vented from carrying out the project. 

The argument for Mr. Schuyler, who was rep- 
resented by James B. Ludlow, was that the 
project of the defendants was @ gross invasion 
of the rights of privacy and that Mrs. Schuyler 
had never in her lifetime been in any sense a 
public character; that the project was really 
a sort of advertising scheme of an obscure art 
association and for the purpose of givinga job 
to a sculptor—Mr. Hartley—who was to receive 
$15,000 for making the statue, the money tu be 
raised by subscriptions; that Mrs. Schuyler had 
been dead for more than fifteen years befure 
this project was gotten up, and that there had 
— no public demand for maiing a statue of 

er. 

It was also argued that the project was in 
every way repugnant to the characier and dis- 
— of Mrs. Schuyler, and was unauthorized 

y her relatives. Under well-recognized ieyal 
principles, Mr. Ludlow contended, the plaintiff 
was entitled to the injunction granted by Judge 
O’Brien, after full consideration of the case, in 
September, 1891. The court reserved its de- 
cision. 

When the case tirst came up lastyear it caused 
a great deal of comment, and there was a gen- 
eral condewnation of the determination of the 
Woman's Memorial Fund Association to carry 
out the project against the wishes of Mra. 
Schuyler’s relatives. 

An appeal to the Court of Appeals is sure to 
be made by the party against whom the Supreme 
Court may decide.

WHY IT WAS MADE -KNOWN 


STORY OF THE M’ALLISTER-GAR- 
MANY MARRIAGE NOTICE. 


ITS PUBLICATION DEMANDED BY FRANK 
GARMANY, A BROTHER OF THE WIFE 
—A STRANGE AFFAIR FROM BEGIN- 
NING. TO END—OFF ON A TOUR. 


The reason for the announcement of the mar- 
riage, so long concealed, of Heyward Hall Me- 
Allister and Miss Garmany of Savannah was 
given yesterday by Frank C. Garmany, the o)d- 
est brother of the bride. Mr. Garmany is a 
general agent of the Equitable Life Assurance 
Company, and was seen at his office at 120 
Broadway. 

He said that the facts in the case had been 
made public at his demand—made as soon as he 
learned of the marriage—because he was un- 
willing that his sister should remain longer in 
@ position which was embarrassing to her, even 
if not compromising. 

Mrs. MoAllisteristhe only daughter among 
a family of seven children, and has always been 
allowed to have her own way. While stilla 
schoolgirl at Mrs, Cary’s academy in Baltimdre 
her companions used to tease her about being 
engaged to somebody or other from New- York, 
and it is probable that Miss Garmany became 
engaged to Mr. McAllister before ehe left school. 


At all eveuts, their engagement was announced 
at her home directly after her leaving school. 

His father absolutely refused to consent to 
his engagement, but the young woman was 50 
infatuated with him that she married him 
secretly, and, because he had no means of sup- 
poeeng her, remained at home in her mother’s 

ouse, with her husband's consent, maintaining 
her character of single woman and going about 
as usualin Savannah society, where she was 
much admired because of her beauty and 
vivacity. 

She received much attention, and yet con- 
trived to keep most of the young men at a con- 
venient distance. Three of her admirers, how- 
ever, proposed marriage to her, as time went on, 
and in these emergencies sne wrote to each 
young man addressing her a letter, in whichshe 
told him she was already married and required 
of him that he should keep her secret. 

So it came about that while no member of her 
family except herself knew of her marriage, the 
fact was known by a few persons outside, and 
although they did not betray her confidence, yet 
an indefinite idea got abroad, by little and little, 
that she was married. : 

So matters went oh until December of last 
year, when Frank ©. Garmany of this city 
wrote to his sister asking that she break the en- 
gagement because Mr. McAllister did not ap- 
pear to be worthy of her, inasmuch as he did 
not seem to be able to keep his engagement, 

The sister wrote back confessing that she was 
already married to Mr. McAllister, and giving 
the date of the ceremony. This was the first 
knowledge of the marriage ‘which had come to 
Mr. Garmany. 

He at once sent for Mr. McAllister, and it was 
arranged that the fact of the marriage should 
be made public at once. 

The excitement of the affair caused Mrs. Mc-

his home. 

Mr. and Mrs. MoAllister were last seen in 
town day before yesterday in a cab on Fifth 
Avepue. Mr. Frank C. Garmany said that they 
went away from townin a train which left be- 
tween 4 and 6 o’clock. in the afternaon. He 
would not say where they had gone, but said 
that he had seen them on Thursday and had 
suggested several possible directions for their 
journey, which is to be as extended as conven- 
ient, for they wish to get away from everybody 
who knows them‘ uutil the talk shall have sub- 
sided. Itis not probable that they will return 
to the city for a long time; they may go to Sa- 
vannah later, or perhaps to Europe. 

It has been intimated that Ward MoAllister 
objected to the marriage because he considered 
the family of his son’s wife inferior to his own. 
Mr. MeAllister’s exact standing in New-York 
society is perfectly well known, and that of the 
Garmany family is equally well known in Sa- 
vannah, where the late George W. Garmany 
was well known as a dealer in cotton before the 
war. Mr. Garmany was a rich man whose 
fortunes shrank with other Southern fortunes 
after the rebellion, and at the time of his death 
be was in comfortable circumstances, but not 
rich. 

His only daughter has enough money in her 
own right suitably to care for herself and to as- 
sist her husband in getting upon his own feet 
should he make an ettort toduso. While mas- 
querading as ‘“*Miss Garmany’’ at home Mrs. 
McAllister had herown horses and carriages 
and enjoyed life very thoroughly among her 
friends. 

Her brother Howard is a lawyer in Savannah, 
and lives at home with his mother. He has 
been in this city the past few days, pending the 
publication of the marriage nbdtice. The second 
brother is Dr. Jasper J. Garmany of 40 West 
Fortieth Street. Dr. Garmany is a physician of 
reputation in town and a Fellow of the Royal 
College of Surgeons in London. Mrs. Garmany 
was a Miss Champion from the New-England 
family of that name. The Garmanys were origi- 
nally South Carolinians.

IN POSSESSION OF THE SHERIFF. 


RESULT OF THE ROW IN THE NINTH 
DISTRICT REPUBLICAN CLUB. 


The clubrooms and property of the Repub- 
lican Club of the Ninth Assembly District are 
now in fuli possession of the Sheriff, to satisfy 
the claims of Col. Elliott F. Shepard for 1,500 
copies of a Mail and Express pamphlet contain- 
ing President Harrison’s Southern speeches, 
which had been ordered by the club for distribu- 
tion among Republicansin the district, and of 
the painter of the transparency and flag on 
which the name of Harrison was painted as the 


desired candidate of the Republicans of the dis- 
trict, and which the Federal office holders who 
live in the district tore down the other day. 

The club, it is said, has $900 on deposit in the 
West Side Savings Bank and $200 in the New- 
York County Bank, more than gutticient to satis- 
fy the claims of the creditors. 

The movement to favor the renomination of 
President Harrison was set on foot in the Ninth 
District on March 18 at a meeting of the Repub- 
lican Association at 501 Hudson Street by the 
adoption of a set of resolutions offered by E. J. 
Tinsdale. Ata meeting of the Kepublican Club 
of the district held April 4 tlfese resolutions 
were indorsed. 

The Executive Committee decided that a 
white bunting flag 15 by 25 feet, with the words 
“Benjamin Harrison and” inscribed on it, 
should be ye earn gh on the flagpole of the club- 
house every day until election day. A transpar- 
ancy containing the names of the candidates 
was to cover the building and an electric light 
was to jlluminate itevery night. Fifteen hun- 
dred copies of the pamphlet containing Harri- 
eon’s speeches were to be bought at 15 cents 
each and distributed among the members of the 
club. The club was to foot the bill. 

Mr. Tinsdale supported the resolutions, but 
Marshal John W. Jacobus tried to throw cold 
water upon them by remarking that, although 
the Preskient’s.course had been a safe and con- 
servativo one, he did not consider him in aoy 
way brilliant. A discussion between the gen- 
tlemen followed, and when a vote was taken Mr. 
Jacobus pleaded an excuse for his presence 
elsewhere to avoid going upon the record as 
voting upon the adoption of the resolutions and 
leitthe room.

DISCOURAGING REPORTS TO THE BOARD 
OF FIRE UNDERWRITERS. 


The National Board of Fire Underwriters held 
its annual meeting in the Mutual Life Building 
on Thursday and re-elected the old officers. D. 
W. C. Skelton of Hartford is President, Thomas 
H. Montgomery of Philadelphia Vice President, 
Robert B. Beath of Philadelphia Secretary, and 
F. W. Arnold of Providence Treasurer. On the 
Executive Committee E. F. Beddall, James 
Nichols, J. L. Cunningham, and Eugene Har- 
beck succeed J. Goodnow, M. A. Stone, 8. P. 
Blagden, and C. P. Whiting. 

President Skelton’s report showed that forty- 
seven joint stock companies had failed or gone 
out of business in the year. The average for the 
last thirty years was about thirty-three a year. 
The report pointed out that the premium ratio 
was decreasing and the expense and loss ratios 
were increasing, the net result for 1891 being 
dangerously near the “dead Hne.”” In 1891 the 
ratio of expense was 36.90, against an average 


of 33.38. The ratio of loss was 61.23, against 
58.28. From 1886 to 1891 the ratio of premium 
to amount written declined from .9042 to .8094. 

The report stated that 1891 would stand out 
prominently for the magnitude of its tire waste 
(estimated atover $140,000,000) and the bad 
luck with mercantile risks generally. Legisla- 
tion was favored designed to sweep away 
valued policy and anti-compact laws, ‘and 
thus place the business more tirmly upon the 
true basis of indemnity for loss.’’ The advisa- 
bility of adopting the new standard schedule 
for rating mercantile risks was declared to be 
astillan open question. 

The Committee on Fire Departments reported 
thatthe situation in Jersey City had given it 
special concern, but it was hoped thatthe re- 
cent change in the Mayoralty would result in as- 
surances of improvement. 

The Committee on Lighting, Heating, and 
Patents pointed out in its report that there had 
been many mysterious fires in the last two 
years and that it was almost forced to conclude 
that there was at present some unusual social 
hazard, that merciants of the highest standing 
had become incendiaries, or that electric light- 
ing currents were chargeable with the loss. 
Losses from electricity arose in three ways, 
from sparks from aro lights, from grounding 
of wires, and from imperfect joints or splices or 
imperfect insulation. All these would seem to 
be preventable by the exercise of proper care.

—In the United States Cirenit Court yesterday 
Judge Brown haaded down three decisions whice 
grew out of the collision of the tug James A. Garneld 
and the progelier Amos CU. Bartow on Oct. 17, 1890, 
by which the lives of two of the Gariield’s crew were 
sacrificed and one passenger was seriously injured. 
The Garfieid boat sank thirty seconds after the col- 
lision, and James McUaidin, its owner, brought snit 
to recover $4,800. Judge brown stated in his decis- 
fon that both vessels were at fault, but awarded the 
plaintiff one-half the amount sued tor, Henry Robin, 
who was a passenger on the Garfield, and who was 
seriously injured in the collision, saed both vessels 
and the court Gecided in hia favor. A referse is to be 
appointed to adjust the amount of the damages.
